ENFORCE THE LAWS. 


There is no complication in the Standard Oil 
case which cannot bé dealt ‘with justly and bene- 
ficially under the laws. The corporation, with its 
subsidiary companies, has been adjudged guilty of 
violating the anti-trust law of the State. It has 
been engaged in conspiracy ‘to destroy competi- 
tion and restrain trade under aggravating cir- 
cumstances. It attempted to deceive the authori- 
ties and the public by sham competition. 

The court has fined the Standard and its two 
subsidiary companies and has ousted from the 
State all but one. That company can continue to 
do business in the State by complying with the 
laws. If it shall free itself from unlawful com- 
bination and conspiracy it will not be molested by 
the authorities. The Standard Oil itself, no doubt, 
would be permitted to continue to do business in 
the State if it. will conform its business methods 
to the laws. : 

The enforcement of the law through the pun- 
ishment of law violators is the Democratic meth- 
od of procedure. The corporation must be placed 
on the same basis under the law as the humblest 
citizen. The State views monopolistic combina- 
tion as inimical to the public welfare and it re- 
quires nothing more of corporations than that 
they shall avoid such combinations and refrain 
from oppressive acts for the destruction of com- 
petition and the restraint of trade. 

There ig no question of confiscation in this 
policy of law enforcement. The State cannot 
take or destroy the property of the Standard Oil 
or any other corporation. If the corporation re- 
fuses to conform to the law and moves out of 
the State its property will be administered in 


the interest of the stockholders. This is a part 
of the legal process. 


resources and advantage that the State cannot 
enforce its laws ‘against it nor the people exist 
without it, the State is no longer sovereign, but 
the sovereignty has passed to the monopoly. 
Whenever the State finds it more advantageous 
to compromise ‘with monopoly, to enter into part- 
nership with it and to attempt to regulate it, mo- 
nopoly has the upper hand. The State confesses 
its inability to deal with it on any basis except 
the recognition of its power and advantage. Dem- 
ocratic government by processes of law is aban- 
doned for paternalistic government by bureau- 
cratic regulation. It is the irretrievable step to- 
ward socialism, because in the end the monopo- 
lies will own the Government or the Government 
will own the monopolies. If Government cannot 
enforce its legal processes it cannot enforce reg- 
ulation. If it shall succeed in enforcing regula- 
tion and directing the business of the monopolies, 
the logic of events will force the State to take 
them over. 

There is only one policy to be pursued in the 
Standard Oil cases. That-is to vindicate the sov- 
ereignty of the Stete and sustain the policy now 
adhered to by the people by enforcing the law. 
We are assured that the people of Missouri will 
not indorse any plan which would put the State 
into the business of running monopolies.

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A FAMOUS BIRTH MONTH. 

If an American could choose his birth month, 
he would select February, because of the excel- 
lent company he would enjoy in the keeping of 
anniversaries. 

It is the natal month of three great presi- 
dents—Washington, Lincoln and Harrison. Sev- 
eral noted statesmen and editors saw the light 
first in February, among them Horace Greeley, 
Samuel J. Tilden and Henry Watterson. 

The month is rich in poets, having given us 
Longfellow, Lowell and Sidney Lanier. 

Fighters and financiers are fewer, there being 
only Gen. Sherman, Daniel Boone and George J. 
Gould among the big names. 

Of inventors and explorers we find three in the 
first rank—Zebulon M. Pike, discoverer of Pike’s 
Peak; Thomas A. Edison, of phonograph fame, 
and Christopher L. Sholes, the Father of the 
Typewriter and Patron Saint of office women. 

In a class by himself we must place William 

F. Cody, “Buffalo Bill,’ who relieved the grim 
task of subjugating the aborigines of this coun- 
try by the necessary touch of humor.

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HELP FOR LIBERIA. 
President Roosevelt's recommendation to Con- 
gress that a commission be gent to Liberia to in- 
vestigate conditions in that forlorn little Repub- 
lic may be well supported by sentimental reasons. 
Liberia was settled in 1816 by emancipated 
slaves sent from the United States by the Amer- 
ican Colonization Society, and since that time 
negroes from, the West Indies and south Ameri- 
ca, besides a few thousands from this country, 
have found homes there. Unti] 1862 the govern- 
ment, such as it was, was under control of the 
Colonization Society, somewhat in the manner of 
the government of India when the East India 
Company flourished, In that year a regular gov- 
ernment on a self-supporting basis’ was set up.

It is well enough to help them with good coun- 
sel, but any attempt to saddle our government 
with a substantial responsibility should be dis- 
couraged.

Won’t some kind man Offer 
his services as mediator to stop the dreadful 
conflict? 
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CALIFORNIA’S ANTI-JAPANESE SCHOOL LAW. 

On considerations of policy, President Roose- 
velt’s earnest opposition to the bill segregating 
Japanese school children, which has passed the 
lower house of the California Legislature, must 
be commended. The bill does not violate the Fed- 
eral Constitution or any treaty, but it is bad 
policy. 

We are not dealing with a savage people or 
with a benighted heathen nation, but with a highly 
civilized nation, high spirited, sensitive and pow- 
erful. Any legislation which is apt to excite the 
resentment of the Japanese and interfere with 
the friendly relations of the two countries should 
be severely scrutinized and not enacted except 
upon compelling occasion. 

It ‘is admitted that the school situation in Calli- 
fornia presents some difficulties. But when the 
question was agitated two years ago it was pretty 
well settled that the trouble arose from the at- 
tendance of Japanese youths and men eager for 
an American education, in the lower grades, where 
they would be brought in contact with children of 
tender years. ° There are undoubtedly objections 
to such practice, but they apply to all persons 
of mature years, to American youth dnd men as 
well as to Japanese or Chinese. 

Such a problem, however, can be settled without 
radical legislation, which reflects race hatred and 
prejudice. And President Roosevelt does well to 
counsel its defeat. Race antipathies are relics of 
barbarism, born of ignorance and prejudice. The 
best thought of the civilized world is growing to- 
ward tolerance and hospitality, whereby each na- 
tion welcomes the genius of foreign peoples, know- 
ing that- there is no national culture which cannot 
be improved by the infusion of foreign elements. 
No legislation is wise which interferes with the 
free and peaceful interchange of ideas, education 
and the promotion of commerce. 

We may, therefore, hope that the Californians 
will heed the President’s remonstrance and not 
excite race animosity. There is another and a bet- 
ter way to adjust the problem of schooling. 
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A weary twelvemonth and more has passed since 
the world enjoyed a-public view of the shape of a 
woman’s head. The necessity of an ample super- 
structure of hair for the support of her gigantic 
millinery “confections” has compelled the out- 
building of her pate to grotesque proportions. It 
was not Nature’s design which we saw at all. It 
was Fashion’s ruthless caricature of that beautiful 
modeling, resulting in a huge nightmare of never- 
to-be-forgotten horror. All hail, therefore, to the 
new “turban effect” decreed by the arbiters of 
“good form.” The wire rat and the false-hair rat 
may soon be relegated to the rat limbo. 
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EDUCATING THE PUBLIC. 

If the return to 5-cent fares under a Federal 
receivership in Cleveland is expected to teach the 
whole country that a 5-cent fare is not too much 
for modern street-car service, the whole country 
will admit that it is open to education. 

The education need not proceed further by ar- 
gument or by dispute. If on the agreed case, 5 
cents is‘not too much for a*ride in commodious, 
modern cars from one point to any other point 
in a modern American city, the next proceeding 
in the agreed case is to supply the commodious, 
modern cars. The cars may be very modern 
now, but they dan never be “commodious” uh- 
til they accommodate every person who pays the 
b-cent fare with the full 5 cents’ worth. The 
person who gets into the car first at the ené of 
the line and secures accommodations for himself 
may now get what he pays for and get full value 
for his nickel. But if his case supplies thé 
standard of accommodation, the lack of accom- 
modation for those who must stand in the aisles 
is not worth 5 cents or 3 cents. It represents 
a default in the service, which, with ali similar 
defaults, must be overcome by effective system. 

On this agreed case, the whole dispute ought 
to end in a sufficient number of commodious, 
modern cars to accommodate the nickel-paying 
public at all hours of the day. That is a simple 
and reasonable proposition. A  nickel’s worth, 
nothing more and nothing less, to everyone who 
pays a nickel, is the moral of the agreed case. 
The public mind will be found open to education 
of that kind as far as it goes.

Court of Criminal Correction, Justice 
courts, Police courts and the. office of 
Constable in St. Louis. ‘At a meeting 
of the association the suggestion met 
with practically the unanimous indorse- 
ment of the plan by the attorneys pres- 
ent. 

Attorney E. M. Grossman presented a 
bill including a part of the suggested 
changes in the law. After revision the 
bill will be sent to the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, which is now in session. The bill 
provides for municipal courts in St. 
Louis and is modeled after the munici- 
pal court law of Chicago. 

As a substitute for the Justice of the 
Peace, Police courts and the Court of 
Criminal Correction in St. Louis, is 
planned a municipal court with a chief 
justice and 11 associate justices, presid- 
ing Over all divisions of the court. 

To Transfer Cases. 

To divide the work properly there w-- 
be a provision that cases may be trans- 
ferred from one division to another, 
thus keeping all the judges busy and 
not giving teo much work to one. Ap- 
peals would be possible only to the 
Court of Appeals and to the Supreme 
Court. 

Under the proposed bill, the office of 

constable would be abolished and in its 
place would be installed in each court 
a bailiff. It was suggested at the meet- 
img that the bailiffs should be under the 
contro] of the Sheriff, but this was de- 
np to be inadvisable because of the 
political power such an~ organization 
would give to the Sheriff. The bailiffs 
would probably be under the control of 
the judges, who, the bill will provide, 
are to hold monthly meetings, to dis- 
cuss the business transacted and to dis- 
cuss means for improving the city’s 
judicial system, 
The one idea, say the attorneys who 
are particularly interested in the matter, 
is to place the administration of jus- 
tice strictly on a business bisis, where 
it may be strictly dispatched.

©. M. Zellers of East St. Louis, who 
@id the greater part of the designing 
work; said yesterday 
that he planned to enter the Fulton 
contest if after an investigation of the 
rules he found it practical. 

The airship was constructed on the 
plans of W. J. Smith of Smith & 
Sparks, cattle brokers, of Bast St. 
Louis. He interested C. L. Gray of 
the C. L. Gray Construction Co., and 
capital was procured to build the ex- 
perimental machine. The engine was 


built by the Berry Auto Co. in St. 
“Louis, and the machine was built at 


the company’s plant. 


The gas bag has a capacity of 2,000 
feet.: It is cigar-shaped- and the frame- 
work is suspended beneath it. The 
engine weighs 225 pounds, all possible 
parts being constructed of aluminum. 
There are four propellers, one at each

FEWER DELINQUENTS 





Interesting Statistics on Of- 
fenses and the Disposition 
of Cases. 





Of a total of 152 children placed on 
probation by the Juvenile Court in St. 
Louis during the past year, 38 violated 
the conditions of their parole and failed 
to report to the Court at the proper 
time. : 
The work being done by the Juvenile 
Court in §8t. Louis and its probatioz 
officers is shown in the annual report 
of Roger N. Baldwin, chief probatior 
officer, in which is reported a total of 
1655 cases of children charged with a 
crime. taken before the Court during 
the year, an increase of 54 over the pre- 
vious year. Of these 1253 were found 
Geiinquent, a decrease from 1327 of the 
previous year. 
The St. Louls Juvenile Court was es- 
tablished in 1903, the judges in charge 
being changed each year. All children 
under 16 years old arrested for viola- 
tion of State laws er city ordinances 
are taken before the Juvenile Court, 
where =he judges examine into the 
charg¢s against them, frequently not 
placing the children or their witness<s 
under cath, but determining the justice 
in the cases much as a parent would in- 
quire into: the delinquency of a child. 
Court’s Lattitude. 
Under the law the Judge of the Ju- 
venile Court has great latitude in pass- 
ing sentence on children. He may send 
them to a State or city institution, 


to be cared for or parole them to re- 
port to him at stated intervals. 

During the fiscal year ending in 1908, 
152 children were placed on probation, 
23 were sent to institutions, 335. going 
to the St. Louis Industrial School, 68 to 
the Missouri Training School for Boys 
at Boonville, 4 to the State Industrial 
Home for Girls at Chillicothe, and 2] 
to private institutions; 15 were placed 
under the contro: o: private persons, 
231 were fined; 327 were dismissed by the 
Judge, no. reason being found for in- 
flicting punishment; 232 were released 
on parole, and 58 were discharged from 
parole. 
Of the 1258 delinquents, 834 were in 
court once, 227 twice, 71 three times, 
40 four times, 11 five times, 8 six times, 
and 2 seven times. Sixty were foreign 
porn, 276 American born of foreign 
parents, and 917 born of American 
parents. 

Neglected Children. 

There were 402 neglected children 
cared for by the Court. Of these 68 
were placed under supervision, 202 were 
committed to city and State institu- 
tions, 89 were committed to the care 
of individuals, and #3 were discharged. 
Of those neglected 362 were in court 
once, 8% twice, and 5 three times. Eigh- 
teen were foreign born, 59 American 
born ef foreign parents, and 325 were 
born of American parents. 

The offenses for which children were 
arrested were: Assault, 40; robbery, 31; 
murder, 1; manslaughter, 1; arson, 3 
destruction of property, 55; burglary, 77; 
larceny, 879; incorrigibility, 181; truancy, 
23; vice, 6; disturbing the peace, 18); 
throwing stones, etc., 59; discharging 
firearms, 39; false fire alarms, 11; in- 
toxication, 2; gambling. 48; offenses 
against city ordinances, trespass, care- 
less driving, swimming uaked, etc., 89; 
violating probation, 38.

Mr. Chanute positively assured us that 
the insufficiency of result was not at- 


tributable to any defect of construc- 
tion, the only conclusion we could ar- 


rive at was that the tables of air pres- 
sure in common use were inexact. This 
we proved later to be glaringly the case. 
Meanwhile, we confined oti equilibristic 
experiments to gliding down the slopes 


} of hills, quite close to the ground, and 


were able to effect aerial glides of more 
than 900 feet with success and surety. 
We had taken up aviation in the be- 
ginning purely as a recreation. The 
scientific point of view at first had ap- 
pealed to us scarcely at all. But soon 
we found the work so fascinating that 
we plunged deeper and deeper into its 
mysteries. We launched out in an end- 
less series of experiments with regard 
‘to wind-pressure on surfaces of various 
sizes and shapes at every possible angle, 
in different velocities; also in ascertain- 
ing the reciprocal effects of superposed 
surfaces. 


Ready for the Motor. 

In the fall of 1902 we made about 1000 
of our ground flights or glissades, some- 
times against a wind blowing as high 
as 36 miles an hour. The year follow- 
ing we proved the efficacy of our steer- 
ing gear as well as the sustaining power 
of our wing surfaces, by remaining in 
the air a minute or more, and circu- 
lating for some seconds over a given 
point. 

We had now come to where we be- 
lieved ourselves ready to construct a 
practicable motor aeroplane. Our first 
designs called for a total weight of 60 
pounds, including the operator, and an 
eight-horsepower motor. This motor, 
when installed, proved more powerful 
than we had estimated, so that we were 
enabled to add 150 pounds more to our 
weight, which we used in reinforcing 
the wings, etc. 

In adjusting our propellers, or heli- 
coidal lifting screws, we had expected 
to obtain from naval engineers the tabu- 
lated theory of propulsive steamer 
screws, which by application to our own 





tried formulas of air pressure would 
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make the adaptation of air propellers 
comperatively easy. We were disap-| 
pointed to find that the naval engineers 
had no such tables, but only an anti- 
quated set of empirical formulas, which 
left the exact science of screw pro- 
pulsion pretty much where it began a

pended—about a third more than either 
Mexini or Langley obtained.

eh Comvinced that an aeroplane built on 
this principle could have no practical 
value, we set to work to perfect an ap- 
paratus which should reduce to a mini- 
mum the variations caused by the ac- 
tic. of erratic breezes and chance cur- 
rents of air. This result we sought to 
obtain, as concerned the longitudinal 
equilibrium by giving a special form to 
our aeroplanes; and as cencerned the 
transverse equilibrium by covering our 
surfaces, from one extremity to the 
ether, inversely from the lines adopted 
by our predecessors. ~This accomplished, 
we calculated upon means te be put in 
action -by the operator through pro- 
cesses applied to the purpose to main- 
tain a steady general equilibrium. We 
were enabled here to utilize an ingeni- 
ous device invented by Wenham and 
perfected by Stringfellow and Chanute, 
by which the sails of the aeroplane 
could be “warped”’ and ‘“‘trimmed’’ to 
the wind Mke those of a sailboat. Such, 
with a deep-hung steering rudder for- 
ward, was the general plan of our first 
aerial glider, or flyer. 

The period of 15 years, from 1885 to 
| 1900, was one of unexampled activity in 
the realm of aeronautics. For a moment 
it seemed that the age of human aerial 
navigation had begun. Then, after hav- 
ing expended $100,000, Maxim abandoned, 
or at least suspended his work. The 
Ader airship, built at the expense of 
the French Government, proved a faill- 
ure. Lilienthal and Pilcher were killed 
In the course of their work. Chanute 
and others, from one cause or another, 
gave up their practical efforts. Prof. 
Langley was understood to be experi- 
menting with a fiying machine for the 
United States, but his operations were 
conducted with great secrecy, and event- 
ually. the public demonstration ended in 
a fiasco, 

Our first tentative filghts were made 
in 1900 at Kitty Hawk, N. C. Our ma- 
chine was supposed to fly, on the kite 
principle, carrying a man, in wind blow- 
ing from 15 to # miles an hour. As a 
matter of fact, we found that a con- 
siderably greater wind velocity than we 
had calculated upon was required. We 
were compelled to “fly” our machine 
like a kite, without an operator aboard, 
testing our balancing system as best 
we could by means of cords, which we 
worked while standing on the ground. 
The results, while not conclusive, were 
sufficiently encouraging to convince us 
that we were on the right track. 

Consulting With Experts.

Moorman is modest over the compli- 
ments of his Superior officers.

Moorman was going home on: an 
Easton avenue car at 11:30 o'clock, hav- 
ing just been relieved, when he over- 
heard a passenger who boarded the car 
at Grand avenue remark that there 
had been a robbery. 

Moorman. asked the man a few ques- 
tions and learned that a lunchstand 
conducted by Philip Ferris at 1313 North 
Grand avenue had been.robbed and that 
half a dozen men were implicated. 

Starts on Long Search, 

“The idea that I was off duty did not 
occur to me, Moorman explains, ‘‘and 
the fact that the robbery occurred on 
my beat made me determined to get the 
robbers. 

‘I consider it my duty to follow up 
that sort of thing whenever and wher- 
ever I hear of it. It is a policeman’s 
duty to work overtime when occasion 
demands it. It is only a literal fulfill- 
ment of the oath he takes. I am not 
the only one that has done it. There 
are lots of others. Besides, I thought 
that I was better able to handle the 
case than some other might be, because 
I am thoroughly familiar with my 
beat.”’ 

Relating what followed after he left. 
the car a block west of Grand avenue, 
Moorman says: 

“T went first to see Ferris. He told 
me that six men had come into his 
place and started a quarrel with him. 
One man, uwuring the. altercation, 
grabbed $19 out of the cash register. 
Ferris described several of the men and

Attorneys Believe Standard’s 
Offer Is Not Made in 
Good Faith. 








NO WARRANT IN LAW 





Point Made That..Supreme 
Court Has Already More 
Work Than It Can Do. 





Leading St. Louis lawyers declare 
that there is no authority in the consti- 
tution, the statutes or decision of the 
courts for Missouri to enter into a part- 
nership with the Standard Oil Co. of In- 
diana, aS suggested by its attorneys 
in their application for its reinstate- 
ment, following the Supreme Court’s 
judgment of ouster and fine of $50,000. 

The lawyers say the proposition evi- 
dently was not made in good faith, and 
that the Standard Oil attorneys knew 
it would be rejected. The Standard Oil 
offered, if the judgment was modified 
so it could continue in business, to place 
itself under the supervision ef the} 
court. One lawyer said that while he 
had not considered the legal phase of 
the proposition involved in the applica- 
tien for reinstatement, he would be in- 
clined, if he was a member of the Su- 
preme Court, to let the cempany re- 
sume business under strict regulation. 

Eight others were all against the 
proposition, declaring it to be both il- 
legal and impracticable. Here are their 
opinions: 

Former Supreme Judge W. C. Mar- 
shall: About all I have to say is 
that if I were now a member ef the Su- 
preme Court I would vote to strike frorn 
the files the motion of the Standard Oil 
Ce., proposing that the State go into 
partnership with it. 

Frederick W. Lehmann: I have not 
given the legal aspect of the matter any 
censideration, but I de not think the 
State should ge into the oil business or, 
for that matter, jein with any company 
in conducting a private business. 

Former Gov. Joseph W, Folk: It is 
contrary to the theory of our form of 
government for the State to go inte any 
private business or to enter inte part- 
nership with any private cencern, Mis- 
seurl, a number of years ago, tried to 
run some railroads, and also tobacco 
warehouses. It made a dismal! failure 
in these two lines of business. It could 
hardly hepe te do better in another 
line. 

Frederick N. Judson: I have seen 
only the newspaper reports of the ap- 
plication or suggestion made to the 
court, but frem that I nardly think 
the application was made with any seri- 
ous view of its adoption. It makes an 
interesting subject for public discus- 
sion, hewever, and, it may be intended 
te influence public opinion. Thg judges 
of the ceurt can only exercise judicia! 
functions, and running a manufactur- 
ing business, directly or indirectly, Is 
net one of them. 

In this connection, however, it is an 
interesting fact that the new Consti- 
tution of Oklahoma has a provision 
which seems to contemplate the pessi- 
bitty of the State’s engaging in seme 
kind of business, buc there is no Such 
rrevision in the Missouri Constitution. 

While it is a constitutional rule that 
the Legislature has powers which are 
not prohibited, it is also true that the 
State can only exercise its powers for 
governmental ends. In Massachusetts 
not long ago the question was submit- 
ted to the Supreme Court whether the 
State could engage in the business of 
running a wood and coal yard. The 
majerity of the Court held that this 
‘was not a governmental end as outlined 
in the history of the State. 

John F, Lee: I have not examined 
into the details of the. agreement that 
Standard Of) Co. proposes the State 
shall enter into with it, but I do not 
imagine it was suggested to the court 
with the idea that it would be given 
serious consideration. I cannot see but 
that any such compact between the 
State and the Standard Oil Ce., or any 
other company could have other than 
serious and disastrous résults. How- 
ever, the proposition certainly has fhe 
distinguishing mark of being novel. 

Frank K. Ryan: Such a proposition 
is original, to say the least. * It is more 
than that; it is dangerous.. The Su- 
preme Court of Missouri is now three 
years behind with its work and it could 
hardly take up the task of supervising 
the business of the largest corporation 
doing business within the State. There 
is no warrant for such precedure in the 
law to date, and certainly nothing of 
the kind has ever been attempted be- 
fore. 

I am curious to see upon what legal 
grounds the Standard Oil Co. will at- 
tempt to show that such a course would 
be within the province ef the Supreme 
Court. Not only that, but if the Su- 
preme Court should consent to such a’ 
preceeding it would be an acknowledg- 
ment by the highest judicial power in 
the State that it had become impossi- 
ble to enforce the laws against power- 
ful corporations, but on the other hand 
the courts and the State had to join 
hands with them and submit to their 
terms. It would be acknowledgment of 
the® ¢orrectness of the position of So- 
elalists that the laws are not enforce- 
able against powerfu! interests and that 
the State should conduct private busi- 
ness, 

Johan A, Gilliam: My opinion of the 
proposition of the Standard Ol! Co, to 
centinue its operations In Misseuri un- 
der supervision of the State is that i 
is impracticable and injudicious. The 
experience of Texas in letting the Wa 
ters-Pierce Ol! Co. reincorporaie wag 
that it was but a continuance of the 
former course. The Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana, with all of Standard Oll’s ex- 
perience before it, has deliberaiely vio- 





en meg it As consenet it wants te 
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: 
pay a moderate fine and be reinsfated. 


To permit it will be a bad precedent, 
and the supervision proposed will be 
extra-judicial and without warrant li 
statutory or common law. | 

My judgment is the company shouid 
-be fined and compel'ed to sell out. Ther 
if a new company is organized with 
anything like the same control it should 
be carefully watched and, if found 
guilty, a much more drastic fine and 
punishment inflicted. My view is that 
the ol4 offender should be outlawed 
and any new offender most severely 
punished. 

Chester H. Krum: The proposition 
ef the Standard Oil Co. is perfect non- 
sense. It would be a complicte absurdity 
for a State to enact 'aws against trusts 
and combinations and then through some 
act of the Supreme Court go into part- 
nership with a corporation © convicted 
of violating them. 

Thomas J. Rowe: I have not looked 
into ths legal aspects of the question, 
but if I were a member of the Supreme 
Court end it had the jurisdiction I 
should be inclined to vote to réadmit the 
company, and all other companies oust- 
ed for violation ofthe laws, under strict 
regulation. I should be in favor of im- 
posing fines that would create in their 
hearts fear and respect for the law.

SACRAMENTO, Cal, Feb. 6.—State 
Adjutant-General Lauck was emphatic 
in making the statement today that re- 
news activities in his department fol- 
lowing the request of the War Depart- 
ment at Washington for the organiza- 
tion of 16 militia companies of artil- 
lery for coast defense were not the re- 
sult of the passage by the Assembly of 
the anti-Japanese school bill. 

He declared that neither Gov. Gillett 
nor himself had the Japanese situation 
in mind when it was decided to ac- 
cede, if possible, to the request of the 
War Department for establishment of 
an adequate coast defense. 

When Gen. Lauck submitted recently 
te State Comptroller Nye his estimate 
of $525,000 for the expenses of the na-’ 
tional guard during the next two years, 
the Comptroller cut it down by $67,- 
400. This sum, the Adjutant-General 
states, included $38,000 for the mainte- 
nance of the 16 additional companies 
asked for by the national Government. 
Unless the Finance and Ways and 
Means Committee of the Senate and 
Assembly disregard the Comptroller’s 
recommendation and put back the $38,000 
deemed necessary, said Lauck, it would 
be useless to attempt to accede to the 
War Department’s request. 

Several months ago the Adjfutant- 
General declined to assign the 16 com- 
panies for the purpose of manning the 
guns along the coast, on.the ground 
that it would be unfair to take that 
number from the three regiments of 
State militia left after the reorganiza- 
tion that had just been effected. 

Jan. 9 the War Department appealed 
to Gov. Gillett to arganize the new com- 
panies, but it was not until two weeks 
later that the chief executive and his 
udjutant decided to act. The Governor 
agreed with Gen. Lauk that by securing 
the services of business men and men of 
fanliy, whe @id not desire to leave the 
communities*in which they residéd in 
the event ‘of: hostilities, such companies 
might be organized with good results. 

Followitig this policy, an effort is be- 
ing made to raise fourteen companies 
in San Francisco and two in San Diego, 
the principal strategic points on the.Cal- 
ifornia coast, The. Legislature is .ex- 
pected by the adjutant-general to fyr- 
nish the means of support for these or- 
genizations, on the basis of $100 a month 
fur each company. 

According ‘to the commanding officer 
‘f the California national guard, there 
mre available at this time not more than 
one-fourth of the number of men re- 

quired to man the guns protecting San 
Miarcisco harbor. 


Governor Wonr’t Discuss Trip.

“The legacy the young fellow left her 
was that suggestion that life is not 
worth living, and the example and 
method as to to how to end it. 

“There can be no doubt that his words 
and deed made a strong impression on 
her young mind. Her life was not en- 
tirely a happy one. . Its beginning was 
shrouded in sorrow. Her mother died 
before she was an hour old. Later 
her father failed in business and left 
the city in a manner that was not pléas- 
ing to his friends, and the little girl 
was thrown upon the pounty of the 
relatives of her mother. 

Became a Beautiful Woman. 

“These facts dimmed what was other- 
wise a wonderfully happy and optimis- 
tic temperament and an exceedingly af- 


fectionate disposition. As a little girl 
she was not at all pretty, and she real- 
ized it. But when she grew to woman- 
hood she developed into a beautiful 
woman. 

“She was brave and independent and 
went out into the world to make her 
own living. Her aunt and uncle wers 
very fond of her, but she felt her de- 
pendence on them. Her uncle did not 
want her to work. She was the sun- 
shine of his life, I have often heard 
him say. He wanted her at home, 
where she cared for him as tenderly 
as & daughter would. 

“When she first went to teaching 
school she boarded with a clergyman’s 
family in the country.

DAYTON, 0., Feb. 6—Five young 
women have been strangled to death 
in this city in the last six years, two 
of them within the last month. A 
negro is serving a life sentence in the 
penitentiary for the murder of one 
of the five girls, but there is doubt 
now of his guilt. In none of the other 
four cases is there the slightest clew 
to the mysterious strangler. 

The coroner says that as each one 
of the gifls wag strangled to death 
in the same manner, the clutch of 
the fingers on each throat being in 
precisely the same place, and he be- 
lieves that che man did all of the 
murders. 

The Chief of Police says that from 
the manner in which the strangler 
lured each one of the five girls to her 
death, and from certain other peculiar. 
acts which were alike in each case he 
believes one man did all the murders. 
He believes he is of the same type 


‘as “Jack-the-Ripper” of the *White- 


chapel murders in London, like Du- 
rant, the student who lured girls into 
a church in San Francisco, and like 
Jesse Pomeroy of Boston, who killed 
other boys. 

City Filled With Horror. 

This city ig filled with a horror 
since these theories of the Coroner 
and the Chief of Police have become 
known.

Girl Also Strangled. 

On Thursday, two days later, her body 
was found in a commons across the 
street from her home. She had be@n 
strangled to death. The Gilman case 
was the greatest sensation, tip to the 
present time, that Dayton has yet 
xnown. No one has yet:been convicted 
of the murder, though a number were 
arrested and tried, but the finger of 
suspicion did not point sufficiently 
strong to any of them,to warrant a 
further hearing of the case than that 
condacted by the Coroner and mag- 
istrates. 

On Sunday evening, Aug. 5, 1907 Anna 
and Bertha Markowitg, in company with 
Abe Cohan, visited a park within a few 
squares of where Dona Gilman had been 
killed. It was while sitting upon ‘the 
grass that some one approached, shot 
Cohan and catching Anna Markowitz 
carried her across a deep ravine nearby 
and strangled her to death. 

The murder of this girl and the man- 
ner in which the crime was committed 
led to the belief that the same fiénd 
had done the Gilman murder. The bul- 
lets fired at the fleeing form of Co- 
han and the dead girl’s sister struck 
the man, and he fell within a few feet 
of the scene of the spot where he was 
sitting with the girls. He died the next 
day at a city hospital, never being able 


where the murdered bodies of Dona 
Gilman and Anna Markowitz were 
found. 

On the evening of Jan. 23, this year, 
Sam Harris, a truck gardner living at 
the extreme edge of the city, heard 
what he supposed was a cow breaking 
through the fence to his field in North 
Dayton. He went across the little lane 
that serves as a public thoroughfare 
and he saw a dark object in the field 
just a few feet from the fence. He 
threw a piece of mud at the object, 
thinking it was a cow, and heard a 
voice swearing at him and demanding 
that he return to his home and attend 
to his own business. 

He returned hrome, but it was only to 
come back with his’ wife carrying a 
lantern and he carried a shotgun. But

Girl Found Slain,

Getting All the Power 
Out of an Automobile

Ss, HOUPT. 
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N DESIGNING a motor car each in- 
| dividual part should be considered 
in ite relation to every other part. 
If any component part is out of har- 
mony with the other parts the whole 
car fails to realize its possibilities. It 
is the failure to take account ef this 
fundamental truth that is responsible 
for the failure of every car that does 
not make good. It is the relative suit- 
ability of their component parts that de- 
“ermines the difference in efficiency in 
the various makes of cars on the mar- 
‘ket. 

It does nat matter whether this reas- 
oning is Bee, lm to a big car or a light 
machine. The problem confronting the 
manufacturer is the same. The big car 
has @ legitimate field. For extended 
teuring, the light car can no more do 
the big car’s work than a racehorse can 
Go the work of a draft horse. Neither 
can the heavy car do the work that 
properly belengs to the light machine 
as effectively as the light car can do 
it The fields of the two cars are 
widely different. + 

Whether the small car is as efficient 
as the big car depends on the inter- 
relation of its parts. This can be forc- 
ibly illustrated in the power plant. It 
is popularly supposed that the pewer ef 
a given motor is indicated by the size 

its cylinders, by its bere and stroke. 

; the bore ef the engine is used in 

the A. L. A. M. formula as an arbi- 
' trary indication of its power. This is 
fallacious. The size of the cylinder only 
indicates the possibilities of the power. 
Whether the engine realizes these possi- 
bilities deepnds en many other things. 

The bore of the engine only indicates 
the dimension of its explosive chamber. 
The size of that explosive chamber only 
determines the power generated by the 


preduces a mixture of gas suited to the 
explosion chamber at all spveds ef the 
moter the full possibilities of the ex- 
wm are not realized. So, too, unless 
manifold and the valves are 


Uniess the exhaust manifold harmonizes 
with the other factors the cylinders are 
not relieved of ther expleded charge 
and there is back pressure and over- 
heating. It is perfeotly obvious, there- 
fore, that the bere of an engine is in- 
dicative only of the maximum possi- 
bilities. The other factors that de- 
termine whether or not these possi- 
bilities are realized are so important 
that the bore tells little or nething of 
the power developed. 

The stroke of the engine must be de- 
termined with relation to the bore. It 
must be long enough to take up the full 
power of the explosion, and not so long 
that a vacuum is created behind it to 
retard it. So when the piston trans- 
mits the full power of the engine to the 
crank shaft the shaft must be so de- 
signed as not to lose any of this power 
impulse. So must the clutch, transmis- 
sion gears, driving shaft and compen- 


eating gears be interrelated in order that 


power may not be lost between th 
engine and the rear wheels. \ 

This conservation of power is effected 
by the elimination of friction, by its 
transmission from the engine to the 
rear wheels in as straight a line as pos- 
sible. The elimination of friction means 
corréct suspension, perfect bearings and 
adequate oiling. It means, too, the cut- 
ting of gears that bear the correct rela- 
tion to each other. 

When all these factors are looked after 
the greatest power can be obtained. A 
ready illustration suggests itself. One of 
the best known makes of cars used an 
engine in a model.a year or two ago 
that proved unsatisfactory. A _ well- 
known engineer was engaged to correct 
the difficulty, He redesigned the engine 
and the car made 55 miles an hour with 
the new engine. He urged that the rest 
of the car be redesigned, but the fac- 
tory authorities demurred. The gears 
were changed, however, and the car 
made 70 miles an hour. Later on two 
racing cars were designed by the engi- 
fneer, using the same engine and the 
same gears, and 78 miles an hour was 
the outcome. This increase of 28 miles 
an hour, or 50 per cent tn efficiency, was

American Power Boats 
Enter in Foreign Races 
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The first important action by the Mo- 
tor Boat Division of the Automobile 
Club of America in international motor- 
boat events, took place this week while 
the “Dixey. II” and “The Standard’ 
were entered through it for the Monaco 
motor boat mieeting, and their entries 
were cabled to the chairman of the 
Automobile Club's foreign motor boat 
committee in Paris. 

The Dixey II is entered by its owner, 
Mr. Edward J. Schroeder, in the name 

the Thousand Islands Yacht Club. She 
will be piloted by Capt. Barclay Pierce, 
assisted by Alfred Rappuhn. The Dixey 
II is now at Lawley’s Yard, in Boston, 
and it is expected that she will be 
tested out in a few days and probably 
be placed on exhibition at the motor 
boat show in the Madison Square Gar- 
den, in February. 

The Standard, which is now nearing 
completion at Wood’s Shipyard, at City 
Island, New York, its entered by its 
owner, Mr. Price McKinney. It will be 
piloted by Capt. Charles Pederson, as- 
sisted by J. H. Purtell, and the boat 
will be sent abroad in charge of Mr. 
Cc. L. Heyden. The Standard is also 
entered in the name of the Thousand 
Islands Yacht Club. It is designed by 
Clinton H. Crane, the designer of the 
Dixey IJ, is built of mahogany, with 
double-planked hull, 15 meters in length 
(49.2 feet). The engine is a six-cylinder, 
10x10 feet double acting, and is equipped 
with four magnetos.

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Varied Forms of Water

HAT boiling water will not become 
heated more than 212 degrees as a 
natural fact is utilized by most 
engine builders to keep their engines 
from becoming overheated, They argue 
that 212 is a safe temperature, that prac- 
tically any lubricating of! will serve if 
this temperature is not exceeded, that 
even the novice can and probably will 
see that there is water supplied te the 
water tank, radiator and water jacket, 
and that so long as oe done over- 

ng is almost impossidie. 

er tie as this view predominates 
among makers the water jacketed engine 
will remain most common, and the buy- 
ing public will interest themselves in 
the method of constructing those jack- 
ets, the materials of which they are 
made and the parts of the cylinder to 
which they are applied. 
Two common methods e#re in use at 
present, the more general one being to 
cast the jackets on the cylinder by the 
aid of suitable cores of ganda, so that 
the jacket is an integral part of the 
cylinder casting and has few, if any, 
joints which require machine work or 
which may become leaky. Other makers, 
willing to ada some little cost that a 
possible greater certainty may be ob- 
tained, attach water jackets of copper 
e outside of the cylinders s0 as 

rm a water circulating space. 
prominent firm not only employs 
the copper jacket, but fits each jacket 
to a pair of cylinders instead of to a 
single cylinder. This arrangement i 
mits a large water space to be secured, 
with fewer points than if the jacket 
fitted each cylinder separately, and per- 
mits inspection of the eylinder walls 
from the outside. It also allows the re- 
moval of the jacket that the water space 
may be periodically cleaned thus main- 
taining the efficiency of the coollns sys-

that in case the engine is permitted to 
become frozen the strong cylinder walls 
will resist the pressure of the expand- 
ing ice and the copper jacket will be 
bulged or possibly torn, which is a mat- 
eter of easy repair by ordinary soft 
solder. The perfection of foundry prac- 
tice nowadays insures such a perfect

LIFE: FAILS 10 
SAVE TWO DOGS 


Whole Neighborhood Tries in 


Vain to Rescue Animals 
in a Cave. 


IN COON HUNT 
Dynamite Used and Barks Are 
Heard, but Canine Pris- 

oners Die.

Farmers of Weldon , spring, 
Charles County, strove for two days to 
rescue two dogs that had been imprts- 
oned for three weeks in a cave. Spurred 
by the piteous barks and whines of the 
dogs, the men dug “sown until they 


were stopped by solid rock. Dynamite 
was used without avail. One man risked 
his life by crawling 150 feet at the end 
of a rope into the cave, but Was un- 
able to rescue the dogs. The effort 
was abandoned yesterday, because the 
cries of the dogs could no longer be 
heard, and it was concluded that they 
had perished. 

Three weeks ago Bod Tarbel and Sam 
Pitman were hunting on John Burton's 
farm, when their degs started a coon, 
which sought safety in a cave. The 
dogs, intent on the chase, followed it in 
through the narrow entrance and dis- 
appeared from sight and hearing. 

Owners’ Call in Vain. 

Tarbel and Pitman remained two 
hours at the entrance, cailing to the 
dogs and trying to get them out, but 
no sound came from the opening. They 
finally concluded that the dogs would 
find a way out and went home. The 
next day, and for several days after- 
ward, they returned to the cave and 
called and whistled, but no sound came 
from the opening. 

Thursday other hunters who chanced 
to be near a sink-hole 500 feet from 
the entrance to the cave heard barks 
and whines, faintly, coming from the 
ground at their feet. By removing the 
leaves and debris at the bottom of the 
hole, they discovered a small opening, 
through which the sounds came more 
distinctly. They notified the owners of 
the dogs, and summoned other help 
and obtained picks and shovels, and be- 
gan to dig. They soon came to solid 
rock, and could go no further. 

The dogs, evidently hearing voices and 
perhaps realizing that attempts were 
being made to rescue them, increased 
their cries. ; 

Crowd Sees Effort. 

Fully 100 men, 
gathered and urged the workers to 
greater endeavors, but they could. do 
nething except to try to explore the 
cave. The owners offered a reward of 
$50 for the rescue of each of the dogs, 
but it was sympathy more than the 
hope of reward that prompted Archie 
Howell to risk his life in an attempt to 
reach and rescue the dogs. He volun- 
teered te crawl into the cave with a 
rope tied to him. One 150 feet long 
was brought and an end of it tied 
around his waist. He crawled into the 
cave and went the length of the rope. 
He found the passage at that depth so 
small that he could not have gone 
farther, even if the rope had been 
longer. He could hear the dogs and 
called loudly to them, but they seemed 
to have fallen over a declivity, and 
could not come to him. e

We are still teo near to his 
greatness, and so can hardly appreci- 
ate his divine power, but after a few 
centuries more eur posterity will find 
him considerably bigger than we do. 
His genius is still toe strong and too 
powerful for the commen knowledge,

“Tt? ene would know the greatness of 
Linceln one should listen to the stories 
which are told about him in other parts 
of the world.

He was what Beethoven was in music, 
Dante in poetry, Raphael in painting 
and Christ fm the philosophy of life. 
He aspired to be divine—and he was. 

The Werld Was Right. 

‘The judgment of the world is usually 
wrong in the beginning and it takes cen- 
turies to correct it. But in tne case of 
Lincoln, the world was right from the 
start. Sooner or later Lincoln would 
have been seen to be a great man, qyven 
though he had never been an American 
President. But it would have taken a 
great generation to place him where he 
belongs. 

“However, the highest promise is that 
which is based on humanity, truth, jus- 
tice and pity; ali other forms are 
doomed to forgetfulness. The greatness 
of Aristotle or Kant is insignificant 
compared with the greatness of Buddha, 
Moses and Christ. The greatness of Na- 
poleon, Caesar, was only moonlight 
by the sun Linceln. Washington was a 
typical American. Napoleon was a 
typical Frenchman, but Lincoln was a 
humanitarian-as broad as the world. 
He was bigger than his country, bigger 
than all the presidents together. Why? 
Because he loved his enemies as him- 
self and because he was a universal 
individualist who wanted to see himseitf 
in the world—not the world in himself.

Although the time had been set some 
time ago for the Dowager Duchess of 
Manchester’s dinner for the King, it 
was eventually a hurriedly arranged af- 
fair. The Duchess bas been far. from 
well lately, having to undergo another 
slight operation similar to one  per- 
formed before. Although she wags re-. 
assured that the ailment was nothing | 
serious, her friends have been anxious 
and she wrote to the King at the be- 
ginning of the week suggesting that the 
dinner be put off. His Majésty replied 
that as he had made all his plans he 
would like to dine as he had arranged, 
but was willing that the party should 
be small and early. 2 

The Duchess did not get the King’s 
reply until Wednesday afternoon. In 
her desire to get enough flowers she 
telegraphed to the country places of 
several of her friends for supplies and 
ordered a London florist to get a hun- 
dredweight of daffodils ready’ should 
friends fail her. The result was that 
ecartloads of flowers arrived from al! 
sources.

The American guests of the dinner, al!

George Cavendish-Bentinck - (Elizabeth

by their husbands except Mrs. Keppel.

Whisky for Old Soldiers, 
Mr. Crutcher m-kes the charge that 
in one. year 276 gallons of whisky were 
given to the 3% inmates of the home, 


* while in the same year no whisky at 


all was given to the 250 inmates ofthe 
Federal Soldiers Home at St. James, 
no whisky was given to the 500 inmates 
of the Training School for Boys at 
Boonville. and only 30 gallenms was given 
to the 1500 inmates of the State Insane 
Asylum at St. Joseph. 

The managers of the home admit that 
the whisky was drunk by the veterans, 
-but say the managers: 

“Who would be so mean as to be- 
grudge to an old soldier a drink of 
whisky once in a while in his declining 
years? His lot is hard enough at the 
best, and it ts a worthy charity to 
brighten his drab existence by a dram 
once in awhile.” 

In this town there is a pretty general 
dispos n to applaud this sentiment.

by the old soldiers, but by the officers 
in charge, and their friends. 

‘The gravest charges I make are of 
other irregularities and immoralities 
which I will orient ty to establish at the 
hearing.”’ 

The feeling against Mr. Crutcher {is so 
strong here that the Higginsville Jef- 
fersonian, the newspaper of the town, 
in voicing it said editorially: 

“We think it would be rather unwise 
for the instigator of these charges to 
let any of the old boys see him in the 
vicinity of the home.’’ 

Will Be Guarded by Sheriff. 

Mr. Crutcher construes this as 
threat of personal violence, designed to 
frighten him from coming here Mon- 
day and: pressing the charges. He de- 
clares that no threat will deter him 
and he has asked the Sheriff to protect 
him while here. The Sheriff has noti- 
fied him that he will assign a deputy to 
guard him and will guarantee that he 
will not be harmed. 

Mr. Crutcher, in his written charges, 
filed with Gov. Hadley, says that some 
officials of the home have been in the 
habit of becoming drunk and that wom- 
en employes of the home have been 
drunk with the men. 

The most serious charges he makes 
are of immoral conduct. He has filed 
with the Governor the affidavit of a 
former employe of the Home, who. is 
now an employe of another State in- 
stitution, in which he states that while 
he and. his wife were both employes of 
the Home he discovered his wife with 
an official, that he left his wife that 
day and has been separated from her 
ever since. 

Mr. Crutcher has the statement of a 
woman inmate of the Home, the widow 
of a veteran, that an attache of the in- 
institution tried on several occasions 
to hug. and caress her. The statement 
says: 

“He said when I resented his ad- 
vances that if I gave him-away he 
would not do anything for me. He of- 
fered to help me do light housekeep- 
ing in town, but later sajd he was 
afraid to do so for fear I would give 
him away. He treated other women the 
Same way and I saw him caress them. 
He bought lots of finery and embroider- 
ies fora woman who came to the Home 
with her husband. $He was with her 
almost every day when her husband 
was out.” 

This statement is not sworn to. 

Another inmate, an oid soldier, makes 
the statement that his room was just 
across the hall from the dispensary 
and one day he saw an official and a 
woman inmate go in there and shut 
the door and lock it. They stayed 30 
minutes, and this old soldier and some 
of his comrades listened at the door. 

He savs the woman came out first, 
ena after awhile the official came out 
and when he saw the old soldiers stand- 
ing around in the nal! and grinning he 
said: 

“Boys, don’t you want sore whisky ”’ 
and they went in with him and had 
crinks., 

Inmates Are. Frightened. 

In his charges to the Govern My 
Crutcher says: “I found upon reful 
investigation that. there are many in 
mates who are possessed with a fear 
because of the overbearing way in 
which they are treated and the manner 
in -which they are abused and the way 
they are reatened with expulsion 
from the nome should they tell what 
Indeed some witnesses il. 
this’ investigation have been disimissed 
from the institution since 
known that they, had told me what they 
knew. Others who have had a part in 
the investigation live in constant fear 
of being sent away. 

“Some have been changed to com- 
fortiess quarters, others have been made 
to feel the displeasure of the manage- 
ment in many ways. Furloughs have 
been denied, insufficient clothing has 
been furnished because of the inmates 
talking. Inmates who are friends of 
the management may get drunk and 
flourish pistols and raise a disturbance 
generally and no report is ever made 
to the Board of Managers. Old women 
told me they would like to tell what 
they knew and be permitted to remain 
in the home.” 

Refused to Investigate. 

The other seven members of the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections - do 
not join with Mr. Crutcher in his con- 
demnation of the management of the 
home. The Governor is president of the 
Board. When Folk was Governor Mr. 
Crutcher filed with him practically the 
same charges that he has filed now with 
Gov. Hadley. Gov. Folk refused to con- 
sider the charges. He declared that 
after questioning the other members of 
the Board as to conditions at the home 
he did not believe the charges made 
by Mr. Crutcher were true and he re- 
fused to call an investigation. 

Gov. Hadley takes practically the 
same view of the matter. He refused 
to entertain the charges or to order an

T IS all the women’s fault that the

Gipsy Smith’s religious fervor no 
doubt convinced many women of this 
fact in the vast. crowd which greeted 
him at the Odeon yesterday afternoon 
when he addressed himself to women 
only. Leaning over box rails, many 
rows deep, overflowing into the stage 
wings, was a tightly wedged crowd, rep- 
resentative of the leisure class of wom- 
en of St. Louis, judging from the quiet, 
well-bred demeanor, the well-dressed 
appearance and by the automobiles and 
carriages which lined Grand avenue for 
two blocks on either side. 

It was not a demonstrative audience, 
pessibly because this type of women 
represented there is not the demonstra- 
tive type.

His Appenl to Motherhood, 

The only spectacular evidence of ap- 
proval was the applause which greeted

of 20 years hence. For the navy is at once the 
most conservative yet progressive of our insti- 
tutions. | 

The warship of the future, it is now believed, 
will be even more mechanical and scientific than 
the warship of today, which, ridiculous in ap- 


pearance as judged by the vessels ‘of Nelson at 


Trafalgar, could with slight effort blow his en- 
tire squadron out of the water. So the 
naughts and semi-Dreadnaughts that are supposed 
to be wonderful today may be antiquated hulks 


- Compared to the battleships of a quarter of a 


century hence. 

The navy today is drawing on invention, science 
The 
coming warship, it is believéd, will be silent, 
smokeless and almost invisible. She will have 
greater offensive power than the warships of 
day, a wider steaming radius, higher speed, a 
smaller crew and deadlier weapons. Above all, she 


‘may be startlingly unlike the present warships in 


appearance. 


One of the most radical of coming changes pre- 
dicted is the substitution of the gas engine as a 
motive power in place of the steam engine. This 
may result from experiments carried on by the 
United States Government at its coal-testing plant 
in St. Louis, the chief purpose of which was to 
perfect the gas engine. 


From the United States Geological Survey comes 
this prophecy of Robert Howard Fernald, mechan- 
ical engineer, who for several years has been con- 
nected with the fuel investigations of the survey: 

“The war vessel of the future will be a swift, 
smokeless, noiseless craft, lying low in the water, 
with every vulnerable part below the water line, 
the entire deck being given over to the work of 
the.guns. There will be no smoke, because there 
Will be no smokestacks. In the night time there

will be nothing to betray the presence of this in- 
vincible fighting demon to the enemy.” 

The results of the fuel-testing operations at St. 
Louis have gone far toward forming Mr. Fernald’s 
opinion. Mr. Fernald believes that the gas en- 
r internal combustion motor, as it is called 
by engineers, will be installed in naval vessels 
within the next few years. He says: 

“Ty expected to see the United States ahead of 
every other nation in this invention. The gas 
engine, in my opinion, is feasible on any vessel 
because of its economy over the steam engine, but 
it is especially desirable on the fighting ships, for 
the reason that it makes no smoke. The gas io 
Senerated in a producer, which has no chimney 
and-needs none; The coal is turned directly into 
Sas, which goes straight to the engine. 

“The smoke nuisance has been a serious prob- 
lem to the navies of the world for a number of 
years. In the daytime the presence of an enemy's 
ship has been discovered miles away by the smoke 
from its stacks, and in the night the flames belch- 
ing from the tops of the stacks have spoiled many 
a well-laid plan of attack. 

“Then it would be unnecessary to carry a8 
much coal, for the same power can be developed 
with one-third less than the steam engine uses. 
The gas producers and the gas engine would take 
up less room and weigh less than the same power 
Scotch boiler and steam engine. If it were nec- 
essary it would be possible to carry more coal, 
which would give the vessel a radius of travel far 
greater than at present.” 

Great Britain has now equipped the Rattler and 
the Buzzard with gas engines. The official re- 
ports of operation on the Rattler are most satis- 
factory. Just as England invented the Dread- 
naught, which all the navies of the world are noW 
copying and wag first to adopt the turbine, so it 
is believed she will be first to throw steam en- 
gines on the junk heap and equip her fleet with 
the new method of propulsion. 

A correspondent of the London Daily Mail. 
who went aboard the Rattler, thus describes bis

experience: 

“Here is this old vessel, exceedingjy foul, 
being driven by a 550-horsepower engine at the 
rate of nearly eleven knots at a cost of three- 
pence per ton mile. The old, horrible conditions 
of stoking are abolished. The necessity for using 
the best coal will one day no longer exist. Slack 
or dross coal will be utilized in the most complete 
manner, and in so easy a fashion that a child 
may feed the producer 

“There is another point that can by no means 
be passed over, which is that no funnels are 
necessary, for draft is not needed, and the ex- 
haust may be led outboard at the side or under 
the stern of the ship, wherevér it is most con- 
yenient. 

“It does not need an engineer or a prophet to 
gee the immense possibilities of this new power, 
and while, of course, it must not be forgotten 
that it is as yet, so far as ship propulsion. is 
concerned, only just out of the experimental 
stage, it may equally be borne in mind that the 
great fact of suction gas being perfectly adapted 


for this purpose has been abundantly demon- 
strated.” 


Suction gas plants have proved highly sne- 
cessful in industrial wor’ during the last three 
years. A ship propelled by means of suction gas 
has no boilers, no stokers. The gas is prepared 
by passing steam and air through a “furnace” in 
which coal or coke ig burned, and the ga S, pro- 
duced, after being cooled and cleaned by its. pas- 
sage through a “scrubber” filled with damp coke, 
is sucked or drawn off by the engine just as it is 
required for driving it. 


But this is only one of the startling new things. 
The submarine ram at the bow, which began with 
our Civil War and has given conventional shape 
to our warships, is believed to be doomed. No 
vessel Was ever sunk by a ram except by accident, 
and it has many disadvantages.< The Japanese 
have built more than one steel ship with the old 
schooner bow. Masts were abandoned long ago 
and the coming warship, it is believed, will have 
a tower Of wire that cannot be shot away. The

quarterdeck was abolished with the Dreadnaught, 
which has the officers’ quarters in the bow, the 
crew and warrant officers being stationed aft. 
The bridge, it is said, must go. Battles will be 
fought from an armored top on a short mast, 
with provision for its being shot away, when the 
vegsel will be maneuyered from below. The future 
warship is expected to be equipped with wire- 
less apparatus, & submarine signaling system, 
and ail of her ammunition will be artificially 
frozen when in the tropics. She will carry on 
board a submarine boat in a “nest" below the 
water line. This deadly craft may slide in and 
out unseen. One or mofe motor ¢ars for use on 
land will, it is expected, be carried on the smoke- 
less, silent warship, which will also have diving 
apparatus and a room for balloons and aero- 
planes. The marines have been abolished. 
How rapidly the navy progresses is realized by 
few.

N ALL the annals of crime, no 
class of merchants have/suffered 
more from the depredations of 

thieves than jewelers. The glittering 
géms in which they deal have proved 
a lure since time immemorial, to per- 
sons of dishonest tendencies, and 
many and clever are the tricks and 
schemes which have been employed 
the crooks to aid them in securing 
possession of the coveted jewels, 

In this article I shall endeavor to 
describe the modus operandi of some 
of these particularly clever tricks, 
showing just how the thieves operate, 
trusting that it mav be the means of 
putting the jewelers of St. Louis on 
their guard and save them from being 


posit of 25 or 50 cents, in order to

Very often one reads in the papers 
of how some jeweler’s show window 
was robbed of- valuable gems, and al- 
though .the store may be on some 
thoroughfare which is considerably 
traveled by pedestrians, and the hole 
in the window may be of large size, 
no one appears to have hea:d any 
crash during the night, and no clew 
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is ever found as to the perpetrator 
of the crime, 

Of course, there are some thieves 
who are very crude in their me:hods, 
and who would simply heave a rock 
through the window in order to reach 
the coveted gems, and at the same 
time arouse the en‘ire neighborhood 
with the crash of b' eating glass. But 
the expert has a far smoother way 
of turning the trick than th's, and 
one which makes little if any noisé. 

After spotting a show window in 
which the jeweler is in the habit cf 
leaving his stock of precious stones 
over night, he waits for a favorable 
opportunity, then, going to the store, 
some dark night, generally at an early 
hour of the morning, when few pe- 
destrians are on the street, he pro- 
ceeds to rob the window. 

First, he notices the particular lo- 
cation in the show window where the 
most valuable jewelry reposes. .Then 
taking out @ diamond glass cutter he 
cuts a circle on the surface of the 
window about ten or twelve inches in 
diameter. 

THROUGH GLASS WITHOUT NOISE. 

Next. he produces some putty and 
spreads some of it all over the sur- 
ace of the circular piece of glass e 
(: going to remove. After doing this, 
he lays a large handkerchief over the

Probably the fear that looms 
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any other city of the United States. 
Whenever the Southwestern sky be- 
comes filled with battling clouds to- 
day and shows between them the 
prophetic tint of green, hundreds of 
apprehensive citizens experience great 
fear. This phenomenon is not un- 
natural, for the cyclone’ which 
Swooped upon St. Louis on the even- 
ing of May 27, 1896, was one of the 
most+ remarkable visitations which 
ever befell a large city. 

Early in the afternoon a curious 
gloom fell over the city, while the 
barometer rose and fell wildly, to the 
amazement of the weather experts. 
Many citizens, at work downtown, 
started for their homes—unwisely, as 
the event proved, for the ravages of 
the storni were most destructive, ia 
the residence districts. 

Watchers of the sky beheld scat- 
tered green clouds revolving about 
each other in the west. These were

RUSH OF THE CYCLONE. 

Whirling and rolling about -each 
other like wrestling titans, with a 
column of fire in the midst to show 
where the conflict was hottest, the 
winds rushed upon the city, entering 
it near the Poorhouse. Then, like two 
foes besides themselves who suddenly 
unite to crush a third opponent, they 
joined forces to wreax their fury 
on’ St. Louis. 

The electric advance guard of the 
storm turned telegraph »doles in the 
city into pillars of blue flame and 
the wires into strings of fire, and 
sent blazing globes 6f electricity ca- 
reering down the gutters. The gongs 


battafio'.s of clouds, 
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of fire apparatus clanging were swal- 
lowed up in the din of the tempest. 
Tall buildings reeled and creaked be- 
fore the first blast. Tin roofs were 
ripped from their fastenings, rolled 
up and hurled across the river to 
Illinois. The roar of collapsing build- 
ings along the Mill Creek Valley filled 
the city. 

As the storm clouds approached the

Its force spent by this de- 
vastation, the cyclone became lost in 
the prairies east of the Illinois city. 


DESOLATION WROUGHT BY WIND. 


Following the tempest came the 
rain, providentially extinguishing 
the fires blazing all over the two 
cities. From the stricken districts 
arose the shrieks of the wounded pin- 
loned under the wreckage, and the 
wails of mothers seeking children and 
husbands. 

Through the street raced ambu- 
lances and the morgues rapidly filled 
with corpses. Outside throngs howled 
and wept for permission to look for 
the bodies of their lost ones. 

For hours St. Louis was isolated 
from the rest of the world, as tele- 
g aph and telephone communication 
was destroyed. Late at night, how- 
ever, efforts of the telegraph compa- 
nies restored communication, and re- 
lief trains, loaded with provisions, 
clothing and medicine, were on the 
way. With them came many thieves, 
ecenting an opportunity for loot. De- 
tectives met them at the Union Sta- 
tion and deposited them on the rock- 
pile at the City Workhouse for several 
months of labor. 

On the Sunday following the cy- 
clone there were 200 funerals In St. 
Louis. In several churches services 
over the dead were held from dawn 
until dark, one mourning cavalcade 
rapidly succeeding another.

Artist and 
Church Worker of Newport. Ky., Tells 
How He Became a Burglar—Dr. 
Paul Trotter, Formerly of St. Louis. 


Arrested as Highwayman in Chicago. 


RTIST by duy; thief by night. 
‘hese short words practically 
tell the whole story of the Dr.- 


John Robinson, church worker and 
Aighly respected citizen of Newport, 
Ky., who has just been arrested and 
confessed to more than one hundred 
burglaries. 

For 10 years he led this dual life, 
painting the portraits of h‘s neigh- 
bors and fellow townsmen during the 


day and robbing their homes at night. 


Pack of it all is a woman’s crav- 
ing for fine feathers and the luxuries 
of life, and the mad love of a husband 


for his wife, a love so strang that it 
commanded him to stop at no-hing to 


gratify her desires for finery. 
Now the husband is in jail. The 
wife, who was ignorant of the source 
of her husband's income, is wearing 
her heart away with grief, but has 
announced her determination to stick 
‘o her hbeusband in his trouble, no 
Matter what happens. 
' Robinson takes his imprisonment 


* philosophically. He says he doesn't 
“mind it; that it’s a great deal easier 


on his mind to be in jail than to en- 


‘dure the constant knowledge of being 
a Jawbreaker and the fear of detec- 


tion at any moment. But after he 
got started he just couldn’t quit. 
HAD THE BURGLAR HABIT. 


“The burglary habit is a great deal 
like chewing tobacco,” said he, when 
interviewed in the Newport Jail a 
few davs after his arrest. “It’s mighty 
hard to stop. I tried 15 houses the 


‘first night I started out on my career 


‘as a burglar, but could not get into 
any of them. I intended to try once 
more and quit, if unsuccessful. I 
gained entrance, made a good haul 
and have been at it ever since. I 
couldn't quit, try as I would.’ 
When Robinson married he had a 
little money saved up. He was well 
nlong towards middle age, but his 
success in art had not been  un- 


‘bounded. 


What he produced with his paint 
and brush had enabled him to keep 
uy comfortable bachelor quarters, 
where he did his own cooking. But 
when he took unto himself a wife 
there was a home to furnish and the 
expenses of the wedding to defray. 
He found that his savings didn’t 
reach far and that his income was in- 
sufficient to meet the demands of his 
home and wife. So he started a 
photograph gallery in connection 
with his studio. - 

For a time his business flourished. 
Then he failed. Another gallery in 
abother part of the city failed also. 


He bought out a photographer in Cin- 


cinnati, just across the river from 


i Newport, but was unable to meet the 


payments. 

Abandoning the photograph busi- 
hess, the suave artist went back to 
his studio. In a few days he an- 
nounced to his wife that he had se- 


~ cured a position with a club in Cin- 


cinnati and that it would frequently

the arrest of Robinson thefe were 27 
burglaries in Newport alone. Nearly 
that many hed been reported to the 
Covington police, and a dozen or 
more that bore the earmarks of hav- 
ing been committed by the same per- 
son, were pulled off in Cincinnati. 
The police were in despair. Thene 
were no clews and nothing for the 
detectives to work on until the day 
preceding Robinson’s arrest, when 
the tip that the artist had been seen 
prowling around in the vicinity of 
one of the homes that had been 
robbed came to the Newport police. 


STOLE ALL HE COULD. 


Chief Lickert, Lieut. Leahey and 
Detectives Sheran and Martin at once 
went to Robinson’s home with a 
search warrant. Enough stolen goods 
was found stored in the artist’s home 
to warrant his immediate arrest, and 
he was taken to jail. | 

Robinson immediately confessed 
and turned over to the police a hand- 
ful of pawn tickets for watches and 
other jewelry. A whole wagon load 
of stolen goods was removed from his 
home the same day. 

Robinson admitted that he stole 
any and everything that was’ not 
screwed or nailed down. Silk stock- 
ings and two sledge hammers were 
found among the loot: carpenter’s 
tools, clocks, scissors, napkins, nap- 
kin rings, silk underclothing, hair 
brushes and combs, baskets full of 
fine cut glassware, pearl-handled 
knives and forks, carving sets, boxes 
of writing paper and a cross-cut saw 
and an ax figure in the collection the 
police recovered at his home. 

The artist also admitted stealing 
the Thanksgiving turkey from the 
residence of Mrs. Peter McCarthy, his 
next-door neighbor. He had it served 
on his own table on Than*sgiving 
day and assured Mrs. McCarthy, when 
she called at police headquarters to 
identify some of the stolen articles, 
that the turkey was first-class and 
tender. 

For three days there was a con- 
Stant stream of callers at the Newport 
Police Station. All came to identify 
stolen articles, and, in nine cases out 
of ten, also asked that they be shown 
the prisoner. 

STOLE CLOTHES HE WORE. 

At the end of the first day every 
bit of clothing and jewelry Robinson 
wore had been identified as stolen. 
A waich and chain had been taken 
from one residence, a diamond stick- 
pin from another. One man identified 
the trousers worn by Robinson as be- 
longing to him. Another claimed 
the trim pair of patent leather shoes 
on his feet. Only his socks were left 
and the following day a woman de- 
eclared they belonged to her husband 
and angrily demanded that the p-is- 
oner turn them over to her forth- 
with. Chief Lickert at this point in- 
terposed an objection, at the same 
time mumbling something about 
“odor,” and the request of the woman 
Was not complied with. 

At Robinson's preliminery hearing 
the Newport courtroom was crowded 
and, as Robinson stood alone in the 
prisoner’s dock, he was the cynosure 
of many eyes. 

“You can have the services of an 
attorney,” said the Judge, when he 
noticed that the prisoner was alone, 
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“if you are unable to employ one 
yourself the Court will appoint one 
to defend you.” 

“IT do not want a lawyer, Your 
Honor,” Robinson quickly responded. 
“IT want to plead guilty to every 
charge against me.”’ 

Judge, Hawkins postponed the case 
at the request of the prisoner’s young 
wife, and it is understood that an ef- 
fort is being made now to have Rob- 
inson adjudged as of unsound mind 
and sent to the State Hospital for the 
Insane. 

Mrs. Robinson, who is 20 years her 
husband’s. junior, is a handsome 
young woman, still in the twenties, 
When the police came to arrest the 
artist-burglar she went into hysterics 
and for a week was seriously ill. 

Upon her recovery she, too, was 
arrested, despite the protestations of 
her husband, who declared that she 
knew nothing of his acts and was in 
no way his accomplice in the rob- 
beries. 


CONCEALED IT FROM WIFE. 


Mrs. Robinson proved this to the 
satisfaction of the police and was re- 
leased. She stated that she fully be- 
l‘eved her husband when he_  ex- 
plained to her that he was employed 
nights in Cincinnati. Some of the 
stolen goods he brought home, he told 
her, were given to him by members 
of the club at which he worked; some 
of the things he claimed to have won 
at euchre parties, and others, he ex- 
plained, were purchased with money 
he won at gambling. 

Robinson is liable to life {mpris- 
onment. He realizes it and has told 
friends that he expects to spend the 
remainder of his life behind prison 
bars. The laws of Kentucky do not 
provide for life imprisonment - for 
mere burglary. 

Should he, by any means, escape 
prosecution in the State of Kentucky 
he would immediately be extradited 
to Ohio because he has confessed *o 
a number of burglaries in Cincin- 
nati. In Ohio the burglarizing of 
an inhabited dwelling is now punisha- 
ble by. life imprisonment. 

Rob'nson is not averse to discussing 
his remar' able career as an artist- 
burglar and therefore the story is 
probably better told by himself. 

“In the first place, I didn’t realize 
what it mernut to carry a girl accus- 
tomed to elegance and ease, an ex- 
pensive wardrobe and lavish enter- 
taining,” said he. “I didn’t realize 
that it meant the expenditure of so 
much money, and when I married I 
hed very little. But I love my wife, 
end it was to let her have everything 
that she wanted that I began to steal. 

“I failed in business several times 
and needed money badly. Worry 
dulled my finer sensibilities, particu- 
larly tha: which distinguishes he- 
tween right end wrong, and the only 
immediate remedy for my straitened 
circumstances that seemed to present 
itself was burglary, so I became a 


burglar. 
“T will never forget the first night. 
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I was nervous and believe I trembled 
from head to foot. Even if I had suc- 
ceeded in gaining an entrance to one 
of the houses I tried that night and 
something in the house had stirred, 
I believe I would have dropped dead 
from fright. Fortunately, for me, 
the 15 places I attempted to rob that 
night were burglar proof, at least 
amateur-burglar proof. 

“I reached home about 2 o’clock, 
very nervous, and hurried to bed lest 
my wife detect my condition. The 
next night I went out on another 
burglarizing expedition, but had re- 
solved beforehand that I would try 
only one house; if I failed to effect 
an entrance I would quit. 

“The door of that house was un- 
locked. I don’t remember now who 
lives in the house or where it is lo- 
cated, but if the occupant of that 
house had not forgotten to lock the 
door that night I probably would not 
now be whatI am. After that it was 
easy. 

“At first I took only such things 
as we needed and told my wife that 
I had won at gambling at the club 
and had purchased them with the 
proceeds. Then it came io me that 
while | was stealing I might as well 
take everything portable, the crime 
being no greater. I pawned all the 
jewelry I could get and took the mon- 
ey home to my wife weekly as my 
salary at the club. 

“I always stole linen so I could 
pack up the cut glass and pictures 12 
it. I never carried a sack. If 
could find no table or bed linen im 
which to wrap my loot I took only 
such articles as I could carry in my 
pockets or in my hands without at- 
tracting attention or creating suspl- 
cion. 

“Burglary is the easiest thing i 
the world in Newport and Covington. 
Either the residents of these cities 
have a great deal of faith in hi- 
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manity or they are extremely care- 
less. 

“After I got fairly started and 
knew what class of houses’ were the 
most likely fields for my endeavors, 
I was rarely obliged to use force to 
effect an entrance. So’many people 
will leave their doors and windows 
unfastened that it is really a tempta- 
tion to even a man who has no desire 
to become a burglar. It ought to be 
considered as much of a crime to 
leave your door unlocked at night as 
it is to rob that house. It is a temp- 


tation and makes burglars. 
WITH SKELETON KEYS. 


“The only tools I used were two 
skeleton keys. I never carried a gun 
or a jimmy. On several occasions 
persons woke up and I fled, once 
diving through a window, taking the 
sash and all with me. I wouldn’t 
harm anyone for the world. The 


newspapers say that in me the police d 


captured a ‘dangerous’ burglar. | 
may have been ‘dangerous’ in that I 
evaded detection and capture for so 
long, but no one was ever injured at 
my hands, or even in danger of being 
hurt. 

“One night, shortly before Christ- 
mas, I had somewhat the same experi- 
ence that James J. Corbett, the form- 
er prizefighter, has in the play. ‘The 
Burglar and the Lady,’ and the fact 
that I had seen the melodrama plaved 
at a Cincinnati theater some weeks 
previous stood me {fh good s:eag_ | 


I had just packed up everything | could 


find that was of any value and was 
about ready to depart the same way 
I had come, through a window near 
the fireplace, when a little girl of 
about 10 years came walking into the 
room. ‘Don't be afraid, litte girl.’ 
I said, ee oo might make an 
outery and awaken the 
‘I’m Santa Claus.’ household, 
“She was still half asleep when 
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came into the room, but when I as- 
sured her that I was St. Nick, she 
was wide awake in a minute. ‘Tell 
me,’ she said, ‘are you bringing the 
dollie and other things’I asked for, 
now?’ I told her that I was, and cau- 
tioned her to go back to sleep at once 
and not say a word to anyone about 
having seen me. 

“Child like, she promised, and, 1 
helieve tha@é to this day she.has not 
told her parents of her experience 
with the burglar who told her he was 
Santa Claus. After it was all over 
and I was safely in my own home, I 
wondered how I managed to make 
the little girl believe my story, be- 
enuse I haven’t the long, snowy beard 
that the mythical Saint is always de- 
picted as wearing. But perhaps she 
thought it was covered up with the 
hand*erchief I wore over my face for 
a mask and the big coat I had but- 
toned up close around my neck. 
CONSTANT FEAR OF DETECTION. 

“This experience almost made me 
quit the burglary business, but bur- 
glary is like a bad habit; it’s a great 
deal like chewing tobacco, after 
vou’ve been at it for some time. A 
boy learns to chew at an early age 
and it’s the hardest thing in the world 
to break off; a bu-glar finds the 
doors open, the windows easily raised 
and plenty of loot, and trying to quit 
the business is worse that taking the 
Keeley cure. 

“The constant fear of detection and 
the knowledge that I was a lawbreak- 
er were the only disagreeable parts 
of the business. I had many a battle 
with my inner self over the wrong I 
was doing, but somehow or other I al- 
ways got the decision over what you 
call conselemce, and at last I don’t 
believe I had any at all; at least I 
had no more trouble with it. 

“Now, I’m here where I can’t do 
anv more burgling, so long as they 
keep me securely locked up in this 
one narrow cell, and I’m glad of it.

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Footprints of Prehistoric Man in 


LATE the attention of science 
has been called anew: to foot- 
prints of seemingly great an- 

tiquity which have been discovered in 
various parts of the United States. 

Among the most remarkable of 
these are the human footprints that 
as far back as the year 1819 were 
dug out of the west bank of the Mis- 
sissippi River at St. Louis. Even at 
that time they had long been known 
to the oldest inhabitants of the city, 
who declared that they antedated the 
founding of the settlement. They 
were at the very margin of the river, 
and so far down the bank as to be- 
come visible only about once in 10 
years, when the water happened to 
be exceptionally low. 

There were only two footprints, 
which, being right and left and near 
together, were evidently those of a 
single individual: but the remarka- 
ble thing about them was that, im- 
pressed in solid limestone, they had 
all the perfection of casts, not only 
the toes, but even the form of the 
muscles, the swell of the heel and 
the flexures of the skin being repro- 
duced. 

No other tracks were discoverable 
in the neighborhood and the phe- 
nomenon seemed unaccountable except 
on the theory that man, at a period 
when the limestone was soft, shelv- 
ing beach, had disembarked from a 
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Found Years Ago on Mis- 
sissippi River Bank — 
Were Quarried and Car- 
ried Away. 


1819, when Frederick Rapp, a citizen 
of Harmony, Ind., came along, and 
chancing to see the footprints at a 
time when the waters of the Missis- 
sippi were very low, was seized with 
the notion 6f quarrying them out and 
removing them bodily. For this pur- 
pose he employed a _ professional 
stonecutter, one John Jones, who 
sliced off a rectangular slab of the 
limestone, together with the tracks, 
taking great pains not to break it. 
For the job he received .$180; but 
within a few days $500 was offered 
for the slab by an Eastern man, 
though vainly. 

About that time some of the citi- 
zens of St. Louis awoke to the value 
of the relic, and strove to prevent 
Mr. Rapp from taking it away. Nev- 
ertheless, he shipped it to Harmony, 
whither many people during subse- 
quent years made pilgrimages for the 
purpose of gazing upon the interest- 
ing memorial of prehistoric man.

James Herndon 
had already sold out his half interest in Herndon 
Bros.’ store to William F. Berry; and Rowan 
Herndon, not getting along well with Berry, was 
only too glad to find a purenaser of his half in 
the person of “Abe’”’ Lincoln. 

Lincoln loved books as Berry loved liquor, and 
hour after hour he was stretched out on the coun- 
ter of the store or under a‘shade tree, reading 
Shakspeare or Burns. 

His thorough acquaintance with the works of 
these two writers dates from this period. In New 
Salem there was one of those curious individuals 
sometimes found in frontier settlements, half poet, 
half loafer, incapable of earning a living in any 
steady employment, yet familiar with good litera- 
and capable of enjoying it—Jack Kelso. He 
ted passages from Shakspeare and Burns if- 
cessantly over the odd jobs he undertook or as he 
idled by the streams—for he was a famous fisher- 
man—and Lincoln soon became one of his con- 
stant companions. The taste he formed in com- 
pany with Kelso he retained througl life. 

It was not only Burns and Shakspeare that in- 
terfered with the grocery keeping: Lincoln had 
begun seriously to read law.

But all this was fatal to business, and by spring 
it was scaent that something must be done to 
stimulate the grocery sales.

Lincoln was appointed postmaster but as that 
brought in only a small revenue, he was forced 
to take any odd work he could get. He helped in 
other stores in town, split rails and looked after 
the mill; but all this yielded only .a scant and 
uncertain support, and when in the fall he had 
an opportunity to learn surveying, he accepted it 
eagerly. 

The condition of affairs in _llinois in the thir- 
ties made a demand for the services of surveyors. 
The immigration had been phenomenal. There 
were thousands of farms to be surveyed and thou- 
sands of “corners” to be located. As the county 
of Sangamon was large and eagerly sought by iim- 
migrants, the County Surveyor in 1833, one John 
Calhoun, needed deputies, but in a country so new 
it Was no easy matter to find men with the requi- 
site capacity. 

With Lincoln, Calhoun had little, if any, per- 
sonal acquaintance, for they lived 20 miles apart. 
However, Calhoun had heard of him as an honest, 
intelligent and trustworthy young man. One da) 
he sent word to Lincoln by Pollard Simmons, who 
lived in the New Salem neighborhood, that he had 
decided to appoint him a deputy surveyor if be 
would accept the position. 

Going into the woods, Simmons found Lincoln 
engaged in his old occupation of mating rails. 
The two sat down together on a log, and Simmons 
told Lincoln what Calhoun had said. was a 
surprise to Lincoln. Calhoun was a “Jackson 
man; he was for Clay. What did he know abou! 
surveying, and. why should a Democratic official 
offer him a josition of any kind? He immediately 
went to Springfield and had a talk with Cal- 
houn.. He would not accept the appointment, he 
said, unless he had the assurance that it involved 
no political obligation, and that he might continue 
to express his political opinions as freely and 
frequently as he chose. This assurance was given. 
The only difficulty then in the way was the fact 
that he knew absolutely nothing of surveying. 
But Calhoun, of course, understood this, and 
agreed that he should have time to learn. 

With the promptness of action with which ie 
always undertook anything ue had to do, he pro- 
cured Flint and Gibson's treatise on surveying. 
Lincoln worked literally day and night, sitt'ug 
up night after night until the crowing of the 
cock warned him of the approaching dawn. So 
hard did he study that his friends were greatly 
concerned at his haggard face. But in six weeks 
he had mastered all the books within reach re- 
lating to the subject—a sk which, under ordi- 
nary circumstances, would hardly have been 
achieved in as many months. Reporting to Cal- 
houn for duty (greatly to the amazement of that 
gentleman), he was at once assigned to the 
territory in the northwest part of the county, and 
the first work he did of which there is any au- 
thertic record was in Jarmary, 1834. in that 
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month he surveyed a piece of land‘for Russell 
Godby, dating the certificate Jan. 14, 1834, and 
signing it “J. Calhoun, S. S. C., by A. Lincoln.” 

Lincoln’s surveys had the extraordinary merit 
of being correct. Much of the Government work 
had been rather indifferently done, or the Gov- 
ernment corners had been imperfectly preserved, 
and there were frequently disputes between ad- 
jacent landowners about boundary lines. Fre- 
quently Lincoln was called upon in such cases to 
find the corner in controversy. His verdict was 
invariably the end of the dispute, so general was 
the confidence in his honesty and skill. 

Lincoln's pay us a surveyor was $3 a day, more 
than he had ever before earned. Compared with 
the compensation for like services nowadays it 
seems small enough; but at that time it was really 
princely. But even $3 a day did not enable him 
to meet all his financial obligations. The heavy 
debts of the store hung over him. The long dis- 
tances he had to travel made it necessary to buy 
a horse, and for it he had gone into debt. 

Between his duties as Deputy Surveyor and 
Postmaster, Lincoln had little leisure for the 
store, and its management had passed into the 
hands of Berry. The numerous obligations of the 
firm were maturing, with no money to meet 
them. 

Misfortunes now crowded upoh Lincoln. His 
late partner, Berry, soon reached the end of his 
wild career; and one morning a farmer from Rock 
Creek neighborhood drove into New Salem with 
the news that he was dead. 

The appalling debt which had accumulated was 
thrown upon Lincoln’s shoulders.\ It was then 
too common a fashion among men™= who became 
deluged in- debt to “clear out,” in te expressive 
language of the pioneer, but this was not Lincoln's 
way. He quietly settled down among the men he 
owed and promised to pay them. For 15 years he 
carried this burden—a load which he cheerfully 
and manfully. bore, but one so heavy that he 
habitually spoke of it as the “national debt.” 
Talking once of it to a friend, Lincoln said: “That 
debt was the greatest obstacle I have ever met in 
my life; I had no way of speculating, and could 
not earn money except by labor, and to earn by 
labor $1100, besides my living, eemed the work of 
a lifetime. There was, however. but one way: 
went to the creditors and told them if they would 
let me alone | would give them all I could earn 
over my living, as fast as | could earn it.” As late 
as 1848, Mr. Lincoln, then a member of’ Con- 
gress sent home money saved from his salary '° 
be applied on these obligations. All the notes. 
with interest at the high rates then prevailing, 


were at last paid. 
Lincoln's creditors 


With a single exception, 
seem to have been lenient. One of the notes given 


by him came into the hands of a Mr. Van Be'- 
gen, who, when it fell due, brought suit. The 
amount of the judgment: ‘Was more than Lincoln 
could pay, and his personal effects were levied 
upon. These consisted of his horse. saddle and 


bridle, and surveying instruments. James Shortt. 
a well-to-do farmer living on Sand Ridge, @ feW 
miles north of New Salem, heard of the trouble 
which had befallen his young friend. Without ad- 
vising Lincoln of his plans he attended. the sale, 
bought in the horse and surveying instruments 
for $120 and turned them over to their former 
owner. 

Lincoln never forgot a ben not only 
repaid the money with tutored ted ner thirty 
years later remembered the kindness in @ most 
substantial way.

In the spring of 1834 McNeill staried East. On 
the way McNeill fell ill with chills and fever. It 
was late in the summer before he reached his 
home and wrote back to Ann, explaining his si- 
lence. The long wait had been a severe strain 2n 
the girl, and Lincoln had watched her anxiety 
with softened heart. . It was to him, the New Sa- 
lem Postmaster, that she came to inquire for let- 
ters. In a way, the Postmaster must have be- 
come the girl’s confidant; and his tender heart, 
which never could resist suffering, must have 
been deeply touched. After the long silence was 
broken, and McNeill’s first letter of explanation 
came, the cause of anxiety seemed removed; but, 
strangely enough, other letters followed only at 
long intervals, and finally they ceased altogether. 

It was not until McNeill had been gone many 
months that Lincoln ventured to show his love for 
Ann, and then it was a long time before the girl 
would listen to his suit. Convinced at last, how- 
ever, that her former lover had deserted her, she 
yielded to Lincoln’s wishes and promised, in the 
spring of 1835, to become his wife. 

A happy spring and summer followed, and all 
would undoubtedly have gone well if the young 
girl could have dismissed the haunting memory of 
her old lover. The possibility that she had 
wronged him, that he might reappear, that he 
loved her still, though she now loved another, 
wore upon her until she fell ill. Gradually her 
condition became hopeless; and Lincoln, who had 
been shut from her, was sent for. The lovers 
passed an hour alone in an anguished parting, 
and soon after, on Aug. 25, 1835, Ann died. 

The death of Ann Rutledge plunged Lincoln into 
the deepest gloom. He was seen. walking alone by 
the river and through the woods, muttering 
strange things to himself. He seemed to his 
friends to be in the shadow of maancss. They 
kept a close watch over him; and at last Bowling 
Green, One of the most devoted friends Lincoln 
then had, took him home to his little log cabin, 
half a mile north of New Salem. Here, under the 
loving-care of Green and h‘s good wife, Nancy, 
Lincoln remained until he was once .20re master 
of himself. 

Lincoln was thinking vaguely, at the time of 
his removal to Springfield (1837), that perhaps he 
bad best marry a Miss Mary Owens, with whom ne 
had become intimately acquainted in 1836 in New 
Salem; but Springfield society, and the impossi- 
— of his supporting a wife 3 | it, discouraged 
im. 

“I am often thinking of what wegsaid about 
your coming to live at Springfield,” he wrote her 
in May. “I am afraid you would not be satisfied. 
There is a great deal of flourishing about in car- 
riages here, which it would be yo:r doom to see 
without sharing it. You would have to be poor, 
without the means of hiding your poverty. Do 


you believe you could bear that patiently? What-. 
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ever woman may cast her lot with mine, should 
any ever do so, it is my intention to do all in 
my power to make her happy and contented; and 
there is nothing I can imagine that would make 
me more unhappy than to fail in the effort. I 
know I should be much happier with you than 
the way I am, provided I saw no signs of discon- 
tent in vou. What you have said to me may 
have been in the way of jest, or I may have mis- 
understood it. If so, then let it be forgotten; if 
otherwise, I much w‘sh you would think seriously 
before you decide. What I have said I will most 
positively abide by, provided you wish it. My 
opinion is ihat vou had better not do it. You have 
not been accustomed to hardship and it may be 
more severe than you now imagine. I know you 
are capable of thinking correctly on any subject, 
and if veou deliberate maturely upon this before 
you decide, then I am willing to abide by your 
decision.”’ 

This decidedly dispassionate view of their rela- 
tion seems not to have brought any decision 
from Miss Owens, for three months later Mr. Lin- 
coln wrote her an equally judicial letter, telling 
her that he could not think of her “with entire 
indifference,” that he in all cases wanted to do 
right and “most particularly so in all cases with 
women.” 

Miss Owens had enough discernment to recog- 
nize the disinteredness of this love making and 
she refused Mr. Lincoln’s offer. She found him 
“deficient in those little links which make up the 
chain of a Woman's happiness,” she said. The af- 
fair seems to have been a rather vigorous flirta- 
tion on her part, which had interested and per- 
haps flattered Mr. Lincoln. 

Busy as Lincoln was with law and politics the 
first three years after he reached Springfield, he 
had become engaged to one of the favorite young 
women of Springfield, Miss Mary Todd, the sister- 
jn-law of one of his political friends, Ninian W. 
Edwards. 

There were many young unmarried men in town. 
drawn there by politics, and Mr. Edwards’ hand- 
some home was opened to them in the hospitable 
Southern way. She received much attention from 
Douglas, Shields, Lincoln and several others. 

It was soon apparent, however, that Miss Todd 
preferred Lincoln. Ag the intimacy between them 
increased, Mr. and Mrs. Edwards protested. How- 
ever honorable and able a man Lincoln might be, 
he was still a “plebeian.” How could Mary Todd, 
prought up in a cultured home, accommodate her- 
self to SO grave a nature, so dull an exterior? Miss 
Todd knew her own mind, however. and seems to 
nave believed from the first in his fu.ure. Some 
time in 1840 they became engaged. 

But it was not long before there came the clash- 
ings inevitable between two persons whose tastes 
and ambitions were so different. Miss Todd was 
jealous and exacting. Lincoln frequently failed 
to accompany her to the merrymatings which she 
wanted to attend. She resented this indifference, 
simply a lack of thought on his part, and some- 
times she went With any escort who offered. !f 
the lovers made up, it was only to fall out again.

Usicertainty and suffering, anu finally broke the 
engagement. 

So horrible a breach of honor did this seem to 
him that he called the day when it occurred the 
“fatal first of January, 1841.” 

The breaking of the engagement between Miss 
Todd and Mr. Lincoln was naturally known at the 
time to all their friends. Lincoln’s melancholy 
was evident to them all, nor did he, indeed, at- 
tempt to disguise it. He wrote and spoke freely 
to his intimates of the despair which possessed 
him, and of his sense of dishonor. The episode 
caused a great amount of gossip, as was to be ex- 
pected. After Mr. Lincoln’s assassination and 
Mrs. Lincoln’s sad death, various accounts of the 
courtship and marriage were circulated. It re- 
mained, however, for one of Lincoln’s law part- 
ners, Mr. W. H. Herndon, to develop and circu- 
late the most sensational of all the versions of 
the rupture. According to Mr. Herndon, the en- 
gagement between the two was broken in the most 
violent and public way possible, by Mr. Lincoln's 
failing to appear at the wedding. 

If such a thing had ever occurred, it would not 
have failed to be known, of course, even to iis 
smallest details, by all the relatives and friends 
of both Miss Todd and Mr. Lincoln. Nobody, how- 
ever, ever heard of this wedding party until Mr. 
Herndon gave his material to the public. 

One of the closest friends of the Li'neclns 


throughout their lives was a cousin of Mrs. Lin- 


coln, Mrs. Grimsley, afterwards Mrs. Dr. Brown. 
The first six months of their life in the White 
House she spent with them. Some months before 
Mrs. Brown's death a copy of Mr. Herndon’s story 
was sent her, with a request that she write for 
publication her knowledge of the affair. In her 
reply she said: 

“Did Mr. Lincoln fail to appear when the invi- 
tations were out, the guests invited and the supper 
ng for the wedding? I will say emphatically, 
‘No.’ 

A curious situation arose the next year (1842), 
which did much to restore Lincoln to a more nor- 
mal view of his relation to Miss Todd. In the 
summer of 1841, his friend, Joshua Speed, who 
had sold his store in Springfield and returned ‘o 
Louisville, Ky., had become engaged. As his mar- 
riage approached, he in turn was attacked by a 
melancholy not unlike that which Lincoln had 
suffered. He feared he did not love well enough 
to marry, and he confided his fear to Lincoln. 
Full of sympathy ‘for the trouble of his friend, 
Lincoln tried in every way to persuade him that 
his “twinges of the soul” were all explained by 
nervous debility. 

Mr. Speed’s marriage occurred in February. 
In March, Speed wrote him that he was “far hap- 
pier than he had ever expected to be.” Lincoln 
caught at the letter with an eagerness which is 
deeply pathetic: 

“It cannot be told how it now thrills me with 
joy to hear you say you are far happier than you 
ever expected to be. I am not going beyond the 
truth when I tell you that the short space it took 
me to read your last letter gave me more pleas- 
ure than the total sum of all I have enjoyed since 
the fatal first of January, 1841. Since then, it 
seems to me, | should have. been entirely happy, 
but for the never-absent idea that there is one 
still unhappy whom I have contributed to make 
so. That still kills me. I cannot but reproach 
myself for even wishing to be happy while she ts 
otherwise. She accompanied a large party on 
the railroad cars to Jacksonville last Monday, 
and on her return spoke, so that I heard it, of 
having enjoyed the trip exceedingly.. God ne 
praised for that.” 

Evidently Lincoln was still unreconciled to his 
separat'on from Miss Todd. In tha summer of 
1842, only three or four months after the above 
letter Was written, a clever ruse on the part >f 
certain of their friends threw the two unex pect- 
edly together; and an understanding of some kind 
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evidently was come to, for during the season they 
met secretly at the house of one of Lincoln's 
friends, Mr. Simeon Francis. 

Early in October he wrote Speed: “You have 
now been the husband of a lovely woman nearly 
eight months. That you are happier now than 
the day you married her I well know, for with- 
out you would not be living. But I want to ask 
a close question: Are you now in feelings as well 
as judgment glad that you are married as you 
are?” 

We do not know Speed’s answer, nor the final 
struggle of the man’s heart. We only know that 
on Nov. 4, 1842, Lincoln was married, the wedding 
being almost impromptu. 


When Lincoln Hesitated 


HE first year of Abraham Lincoln's pres‘den- 
T tial career closed on March 4, 1862. Prac- 
tically all of this period he had spent in an 
effort to crush insurrection in the Southern 
States. There were many people who felt that 
he was farther now from this end than he had 
ever been before, and he himself realized that 
he had undertaken a task so gigantic that with 
the open weapon he had employed so far, the 
~ he could finish it only after years of strug- 
gle. : 

Mr. Lincoln had another weapon against the 
South, the emancipation of the slaves. He did 
rot want to use it. Throughout his political life 
he had disclaimed any desire to meddle with slav- 
ery In the states where the Constitution recog- 
nized it. He had undertaken the war not to free 
men, but to preserve the Union. Moreover, he 
feared that the least interference with slavery 
would drive from him those states lying between 
the North and South, which believed in the in- 
stitution, and yet were for the Union. For 
many months, however, he had been coming to 
the conclusion that he must do something with 
his weapon, and he had been examining it much as 
a man in a desperate situation might a dagger 
which he did not want to unsheath, but feared 
he might be forced to. He was seeking a way 
to use it, if the time came when he must, that 
would accomplish all the ends he had in view 
and still would not drive the border states from 
the Union. 

According to Charles Sumner, Mr. Lincoln had 
this plan of compensated emancipation well de- 
veloped by 1, 1861. The,Senator reached 
Washington on that day and went im the evening 
to call on the President. Together they talked 
over the annual message, which was to be sent to 
Congress on the third. The President explained 
the plan he had developed, and Mr. Sumner urged 
that it be presented at once. Mr. Lincoln declined 
to agree to this, but as he rose to say good-by to 
his visitor, he remarked: 

“Well, Mr. Sumner, the only difference between 
you and me on this subject is a difference of a 
month or six weeks n time.” 

“Mr. Pres‘demt,” said Mr. Sumner, “if that is 
the only difference between us, I will not say 
another word to you about it till the long-set time 
you name has passed by.” 

It was on the morning of March 6, 1862, that 
Mr. Lincoln sent for Mr. Sumner to read his 


message. 

As Mr. Sumner’s history of the message given 
to Dr. Hale shows, Mr, Lincoln had been quietly 
preparing the way for his plan. One of his most 
adroit preparatory maneuvers was performed in 
New York City, through the Hon. Carl Schurz, 
who at that time was the American Minister to

“Intellectually, the cotton growers 
are surrounded and coerced by fac- 
tors which have no other purpose 
than to keep them in this benighted 
varsalage. From this condition in- 
fluences of a new American spirit 
must liberate them. 

“We smile at the Celestial, shiver- 
ing in the midst of corl fields larg- 
erethan the State of Pennsylvania. 
America’s attitude toward cotton is 
almost equally grotesque. On the 
southern rim of the United States 
within an area of practically i4 
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states, is grown 80 per cent of the 
world’s supply of cotton. The re- 
maining 20 per cent, grown in South 
America, India and the Far East, ‘s 
of an inferior quality and cannot 
compete with the cotton grown in the 
United States. Notwithstanding this 
enormous advantage, the fact remains 
that this heaven-sent boon, paradox- 
ical though it may seem, does not 
enrich, but rather impoverishes, the 
Southland. 

‘Our greatest asset is our greatest 
humiliation. Cotton is king, but it is 
a badly served monarcn. Other na- 
tions, by far-sighted policy, intermse 
activity and commercial aler\ ness, 
have overcome the tremendous ad- 
vantage we have, and by beating 
down the price of the raw product, 
and with cheap labor on looms and 
machinery for the manufacture of the 
finished product, now control the 
markets of the world. / 

“In the Orient, where we once had 
our share of trade, the market, to say 
the least, is slipping from us. It 
seems almost a travesty on American 
business methods that English and 
German manufacturers can go on the 
doc’s at Galveston and take our raw 
cotton, carry it to Europe in subsi- 
dized ships, weave it with cheap |a- 
bor, retransport it to the United 
States, pay the customs uty, and 
undersell our home manufacturers. 
There is something wrong here, isn't 
there?” 


COTTON GREATER THAN STEEL. 


The author then declares that cot- 
ton is the greatest of all staples. It 
is the clothing of uncounted multi- 
tudes, and even those born to the pur- 
ple depend upon cotton for much of 
their appareling. King Cotton's do- 
minion is mankind. America, there- 
fore, producing, practically alone, a 
commodity vital to civilized Life and 
progress. has in that harvest the 
secret of incomparable wealth and 
power, 

It is not steel or lumber, kerosene 
or corn, declares Mr. Sully, that in- 
sures enduring leadership for the 
United States. Vast capital and dy- 
namic genius have gone into the de- 
velopment of steel, yet this is transi- 
tory. The scepter of steel must ulti- 
mately slip from our e2&°rsp. The 
iron ore beds of the Lake Superior re- 
gion are doomed. Experts have nu- 
bered their vears as less than a gen- 
eration. Lumber cannot furnish a 
permanent foundaticn for our indus- 
trial pre-emfhence. 

The forests are vanishing.‘ Oil has 
contributed one of the leading items 
to our export trede, and has multi- 
plied incredibly the fortunes of ‘ts 
managers: but the ofl wells cannot 
disgorge theirv iuminant forever. Be- 
sides. the Baku fields are ready to 
compete. Our corn and wheat before 
tne end of many decades will be eon- 
sumed at home. Argentina, Central 
Europe and. Manchuria produce these 
cereals in prodigal abundance. Even if 
our corn and wheat were the world's 
sole sufficient supply, ae 'n the case 
of our cotton, the oversea nations, 
kava Suilv. cavld dianense with these 
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staples, aS some of them now do. 
Millions upon millions of Mongolians 
have not yet developed an appetite 
for anything save rice. But.all of 
them are clad in cotton goods. An 
additional inch on the shirts worn by 
the Mongol'ans would mean one mil- 
lion bales of cotton, and this is the 
market that is slipping from us. 

Mr. Sully asserts that it is cotton, 
and cotton alone, that can ma<e 
America supreme among the nations. 
He says: 

OUR NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITIES. 

“This fact makes grotesque the rec- 
ord of our unsuccess in selling f.n- 
ished cotton products across the sea. 
The only foreign customer that count- 
ed at all importan‘ly in the totals uf 
our export trade was Cnina, and our 
marxet there has pitiably declined. 
England, Germany and Japan are 
forcing our ships fom the Pacific, 
just as they crowded them off the 
paths of the Atlantic. 

“We should be carrying cargoes of 
cotton goods to all the ports of the 
earth. Instead of that the nations 
send here for 80 per cent of their raw 
supply, manufacture it into all forms 
of commodities, outsell us in all the 
world’s markets, and even success- 
fully ship the manufactured goods 
back to the Americans who produce 
the raw supply. Switzerland, for ex- 
ample, which grows no cotton, whose 
mountains yield no coal for its fac- 
tories, a country that has not an inch 
of seacoast or a plank afloat, sends 
to us, in the ships of other nations, 
more finished cotton goods than we 
export to all the countries of Conti- 
nental Europe combined.” 


COTTON CONQUERS THE WORLD. 


He declares that America’s future, 
when she realizes her heritage and 
opportunity in cotton, will eclipse 
anything that has been foretold for 
this republic. He asserts that it is 
only within the last hundred vears 
that cotton has conquered the world 
and that the career of this plant has 
scarcely begun. 

He points out the remarkable pace 
which cotton has made in its progress 
to power, which is reveajed by the 
fact that in 1784 eight bags of Amer- 
ican cotton were seized by the cus- 
toms authorities at Liverpool, the 
sage British verd'ct being that the 
importation -was fraudulent. as so 
much cotton could not. possibly be 
produced in one year in America! 

“Great Britain has made an or- 
ganized and scientific effort to raise 
a supply thet would make her inde- 
pendent of America, for the states- 
men of that empire foresee the possi- 
bilities of the day when America, ris- 
ing to a recognition of her right, will 
manufacture her own cotton and sell 
it to the world. But Great Britain. 
with her grip upon ail available areas, 
after many years of unsuccessfy] ef- 
fort, has hed to and must come con- 
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tinually to America for her supply.™ 

Of the power given to the United 
States by her supremacy in cotton 
production, Mr. Sully makes the start 
ling statement that this alone coulk 
bring about world-peace and caus 
the nations of the earth to go to thei 
knees to America. He declares tha 
the United States, by prohibiting the 
exportation of raw cotton cargoes to 
England, Germany, France, Italy and 
Switzerland, could inflict hopeless in- 
dustrial paralysis and financial pan- 
ic upon those lands. 

“The balance of power is in cur 
hands to a most remarkable degree, 
but we treat it with indifference,’ he 
Says. 

“One word from America that it 
would withhold supplies of cotton 
would bring all Europe to terms of 
comity. 

“In the meantime, and until we 
reach the realization of the potency 
of cotton, if nations continue to waste 
their substance (and their purchasing 
power) in war, cotton will continue 
to be found indispensable in ¢onflict. 
It is guncotton that hurls destruction 
through the ranks, and it is cotton 
that binds up the wounds of the 
fallen. The Japanese in their recent 
war, through an unrivaled system if 
surgery and hospital service. re- 
duced the death-rate of the wounaed 
to an unprecedented minimum. With- 
out cotton that would have been im- 
possible. And it ts in cotton khaki 
that the armies march. And they 
make their bivouacs under cotton 
tents. 

“Cotton is indeed firat in war, as 
it is first in peace! 

“Now we are entering a new age 
the age of aerial flight, and the aero. 
plane is a cotton chariot! On these 
wings of cotton we’have hegun to fy 
through the heavens at %. and 49 
miles an hour, and the end is not 


And the future of cotton, he pre- 
dicts, will be yet greater and more 
tremendous than in the past. He 
asserts that there is an ac‘ua] kinge- 
ship for cotton, not only commercial- 
ly but politically; and this sover- 
eignty of cotton in America, he e- 
lieves, is pow at hand. 

“We shall awake to our new des- 
tiny as a world-power and trading 
nation when we realize fully that the 
Southern section of our Republic is 
virtually the exclusive source of a 
commodity absolutely indispensable 
to the myriads of mankind from New 
York to Shanghai, from Nome to 
Montevideo, from London to the 
Cape,” he says. “Less than one and 
a quarter million Americans, jn 44 
States of this Union, hold jin their 
hands the comfort, the luxury, the 
destiny of mankind.” ; 


He points out that an “normous 
profit is made somewhere in the prog- 
ress of cotton to the consumer. Every 
mar cotton goods to the value of 
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nearly six billion dollars are turned 
out from the 125,000,000 spindles in 
the world. But the poor farmer in 
the cotton fields sees but a pitiful 
part of the multiplying fortunes at- 
tending the migration of cotton goods 
around the earth. The Southerner 
sells raw cotton to Japan, and the 
mills at Osaka turm out products that 
outsell American goods in Shanghai 
and Canton; and the Japanese co:- 
ton manufacturer, traveling in state 
to America, may wonder where'n the 
half-fed Southern farmer, who Mr. 
Sully declares: is @ vassal tenant, 
following his one mule in the furrow, 
has advanced in civilization over the 
only recently awakened pagan of the 
East.

POVERTY OF COTTON PLANTER. 


The ordinary grower of cotton cul- 
tivates 20 acres, producing one-half 
a bale to the acre. In many cases 
he is a tenamt farmer. Of his 10 
bales. the result of his year’s to'l, 
five must go to the owner of the land. 
The working farmer, for his product, 
gets, perhaps, 10 cents a pound or 
$50 a bale, his 12 months of effort 
and expense bringing him in a gross 
revenue of $250. This is an insignifi- 
erent total forthe man who amoag 
others produces the commodity that 
ccntrols the world.

SCIENTIFIC COTTON GROWING. 

“In whatever way we regard the 
crop of cotton we find features that 
are unconnected with any other har- 
vest. The growing of cotton. alone 
of all plant life, dies not exhaust the 
soil. This has been a mystery to 
science. ‘Land that has been plant- 
ed in cotton for 40 successive years 
in Bolivar County, Miss.,” says a De- 
partment of Agriculture report, ‘pro- 
duces just as well the last year as it 
did the first.’ That being true, what 
prodigal results await the planter 
when to get greater harvest he be- 
gins scientifically to treat the. soll 
undepleted 4hrough 4 generation and 
more of successive harvests! 

“For agec England was under the 
yore of dependence upon the manu- 
factories of Flanders. wWhen Eng- 
land awoke to its opportunities it 
attempted to agsure its market in 
America, by keeping the colonies in 
a purety agrienitural state. And 
while we have, through protection 
end other eauses, succeeded in be- 
coming a great industrial empire, we 
have never fully thrown off the 
yoke of the thought that all England 
and Europe holds over us; viz., that 
we are incapable of manufacturing 
cotton goods for the world. 

“The Southern planter today, with 
few exceptions, is an abject slave uf 
the Old World. The only difference 
bei:ween the ryot of India and the 
Southern farmer in the furrow be- 
hind his mule is that one breathes 
the: air of liberty. 

The cotton grower is so pitifully 
poor, says Mr. Sully, that he could 
make more money by going as an 
operative and humbly working in the 
mills—mills that could not exist with- 
out the cotton which the struggling 
plenters grow. There is more money 
behind the spinning jenny than be- 
hind the Southern mule! 


SOVEREIGNS OF MANKIND. 


“Today,” says Mr. Sully, “the 13.- 
000,000 bales of cotton converted into 
cloth turn out in qa yards basis more 
than 71,000,000,000 yards, valued at

Welles the very day after his interview with the 
vorder states representatives.

ready fully anticipated and settled in my own 
mind, until Secretary Seward spoke. He said in 
substance: ‘Mr. President, I approve of the procla- 
mation, but I question the expediency of its issue 
at this juncture. The depression of the public 
mind, consequent upon our repeated reverses, is 
SO great that I fear the effect of so important a 
step. It may be viewed as the last measure of aD 
exhausted Government, a cry for help: the Gov- 
ernment stretching forth its hands to Ethiopia, in- 
stead of Ethiopia stretching forth her hands to the 
Government.” His idea was that it would be con- 
sidered our last shriek, on the retreat. “Now, 
continued Mr, Seward. “while I approve the meas- 
ure, I suggest, sir, that you postpone its issue 
until you can give it to the country, supported by 
military success, instead of issuing it, as would be 
the case how, upon the greatest disasters of the 
war!’ The wisdom of the view of the Secretary 
of State struck me with very great force. It was 
an aspect of the case that, in all my thoughts 
upon the subject, I had entirely overlooked. Thé 
resuit was that I put the draft of the proclamation 
aside, as you do your sketch for a picture, waiting 
for a victory.”

on Monday, Sept. 22. Secretary Chase recorded tn 
his diary that day how, after reading his col-, 
leagues a chapter from Artemus Ward the Presi- 
dent “took a graver tone.” The words he spoke, 
as recorded by Mr. Chase, are a remarkable reve- 
lation of the man’s feeling at the moment: 

“IT have, as you are aware. thought a great deal 
about the relation of this war to slavery; and you 
all remember that, several weeks ago, I read to 
you an order I had prepared on this subject, 
which, on account of objections made by some of 
you, was not issued. Ever gines then my mind 
has been much occupied with this subject, and | 
have thought, all along, that the time for acting 
on it might probably come. I think the time has 
come now. I wish it was a better time. I wish 
that we were in better condition. The action of 
the army against the rebels has not been quite 
what I should have best liked. But they have 
been driven out of Maryland and Pennsylvania {s 
no longer in danger of invasion. When the rebel 
army was at Frederick I determined. as soon as it 
should be driven out of Maryland, to issue & 
proclamation of emancipation, such as I thought 
most likely to be usefy] 1 said nothing to any- 
one, but I made the promise to mvself and (hesl 
tating a little) to my Maker. The rebel army 
is now driven out, and I am going to fulfill that 
[ lave got you together to hear what 
J have written down. I do not wish your advice 
about the main matter, for that I have deter 
mined for myself.

The proclamation appeared in the newspapers of 
the following morning. 

There was no exultation in the President's 
mind; indeed, there was almost a groan in the 
words which, the night after he had given it out, 
he addressed to a party of serenaders: “I can 
only trust in God that I have made no mistake.” 
Many said that the President would not dare, in 
the face of the unrest of the country, fulfill his 
promise and issue the proclamation, but when 
Congress opened on Dec. 1 he did submit the 
proclamation, together with the plan for com- 
pensated emancipation which he had worked out. 

Mr. Lincoln pleaded with Congress for his meas- 
ure as he had never pleaded before. He argued 
that it would “end the struggle and save the 
Union forever,” that it would “cost no biood at 
all,” that Congress could do it if they would unite 
with the executive. 

Nothing ever came of it, for before any of the 
border states had become willing to accept the 
measure, that necessity which Lincoln foresaw 
from the first had forced complete emancipation 
without compensation. 

As the first of Januafy drew near, many friends 
of the proclamation doubted that Mr. Lincoln 
would keep his promise. Among these was the 
Rev. Byron Sunderland of Washington, at that 
time chaplain of the Senate and one of the most 
aggressively loyal ministers ir the city. Dr. Sun- 
derland feared that there was truth in the rumor 
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that the President would withdraw, not issue, the 
proclamation on the first of January, and on the 
Sunday before the New Year he preached a ser- 
mon on the subject. Mr. Z. 8. Robbins of Wash- 
ington, a friend of Mr. Lincoln, asked Dr. Sun- 
derland to go with him to the President and urge 
him to keep his promise. 

“We were ushered into the cabinet room,” says 
Dr. Sunderland. “It wag very dim, but one gas 
jet burning. As we entered, Mr. Lincoln was 
standing at the farther end of the long table 
which filled the middle of the room. As I stood 
by the door, I am so very short, that IP was 
obliged to look up to see the President, Mr. 
Robbins introduced me, and I began at once by 
saying: ‘I have come, Mr. President, to anticipate 
the New Year with my respects, and if I may, 
to say to you a word about the serious condition 
of this country.’ 

“‘Go ahead, Doctor,’ replied the President; 
‘every little helps." But I was too much in earnest 
to laugh at his sally at my smallness.

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Dread of Premature Burial 

Stirs Lawmakers and 

Inventors Who Seek Means 
to Prevent It 


HILB the subject of premature burial is 
a most cistressing one, certain occur- 


rences occasionally arise serving to re- 
awaken the great dread each one of us has of be- 
ing buried alive, Medical science, the legislator 
and the inventor have endeavo.ed to obliterate 
that dread by pro.iding means whereby premature 
burial and its grewsome Consequences may be et- 
fectually prevented. 

Assemblyman Marks of Hudson County, New 
Jersey, int:cduced a bill in the New Jersey As- 
sembly some time ago providing that all ceme- 
teries shall be equipped with a receiving vault, the 
interior of ‘which shall be in view of @ person out- 
side and subject to frequent inspection by a physi- 
elan. In this vault.bodies are to be kept until ‘tf 
is proved beyond a doubt that life is extinct. In 
the interior of the vault are to be placed mechaan- 
ical devices which will enable ihe supposedly 
dead person to give alarm in the event of a return 
to consciousiic <s. 

Somewhat si.nilar provisions are contained ‘tn 
a bill introduced in the Mouse at Albany, N. Y. 
by Assemblyman Redington. It provides that each 
cemetery shall have a mo:tuary to be used for 
the disposal of the dead. Each body so received 
is to be kept under observation for a certain peri- 
od of time before interment or cremation. 

But <he newest and most important organized 
movement to provide against: premature burial 
hes been started by the Association for the Pre- 
vention of Premaiure Burial, an English organi- 
zaiion, which has been at work for the past !% 
vears. l’reparations are being made to establish 
a branch of the organization in America, probably 
in Washington. 

Large quantities of literature Wealing with the 
subject are being sent to medical soc‘eties and [0 
lawmakers all over the United States. Siatis*ics 


-compiled by British medical authorities are pre- 


‘sented, showing that out of a total of 384 recorded 
cases, 149 persons were buried alive, 219 had 
parrow escapes, 10 were dissected alive, 3 had 
narrow escapes from vivisection, 2 were embalmed 
alive and 1 was cremated alive. Further atten- 


tion is called to the fact that in the above fiz- 


ures the countless thousands of people who ‘ie 
and are buried alive and of whom there is no 
record have no part. 

In one o*° the books that are being sent out 
from England the writer says: “It was no mere 
hysterical craze that prompted  sober-minded 
thinkers like Miss Frances Power Cobbe and Her- 
bert Spencer to leave directions in their wills 
which if the one case would remove all fear of 
resuscitation in the coffin, and in the other 
would provide against a ghastly imprisonment 
should life not be extinct. 

“Only during the last few months cases oc- 
curred in this country which sent a thrill of hor- 
ror through the whole population and led thou- 
sands to inquire if something could not be done 
to guard against living burial, seeing that in the 
recorded instances medical men had definitely cer- 
tified that the subjects were dead, and that they 
were saved only at the very last moment from ap 
awful tragedy.”

At Vienna, a Hungarian engineer, Rudolf Eis- 
genninger, has announced the invention of a 
machine, which, it is declared, will revive any 
pe:son whose deain is only apparent, The ma- 
chine cons‘sts of a shield, which is applied to 
the abdominal cavity, and when in motion pro- 
duces alte-nate rarefaction and condensation of 


the air in the lungs.. The movement of the ab- 
domen causes a direct action on the lungs and a 
cassage of the heart, which is just what is needed 
in cases of apparent death. It is said the instru- 
ment has already been successfully used in several 
emergency hospitals. 

At Pittsburg, Hubert Devan, a French-Canadian, 
recently announced the invention, now protected 
by patents, of a device which he calls a “grave 
signal.” The device consists of a piece of ordinary 
gaspipe, six feet long, with a glass globe about 
the size of an incandescent lamp on one end. The 
pipe is arranged to pass through a brass plate at 
the head of the coffin, leaving the lower end with- 
in a fraction of an inch of the forehead of the 
corpse. Through the center of the pipe runs a 
plain, smooth stick, one end of which rests on the 
forehead of the body in the coffin; the other end 
is in the gless globe, with a red cloth attached 
to it. Should the persen come to life in the cof- 
fin aid stir, the stick will be .vrced through the 
pipe and the red cloth signal will be displayed. 
At the same time a number of small apertures will 
open at the basd@of the globe, and fresh air will be 
forced Cown the pipe into the nostrils. 

Another recently completed grave signal device 
is shown on this page. When the body is placed 
in the rave an electric device is connected with 
the right hand in such a way that the slightest 
tremor will set various agencies at work. In the 
first place a gong will ring in the office of a 
watcher; a semaphore will fly up over the grave. 
When a watcher reaches the grave he listens at 
a speaking tube for sounds from the coffin. If the 
unfortunate person is conscious and struggling, 
he can tell him that everything will be all right 
in a few minutes if he will control himself. While 
erave diggers are on the wav he eens in com- 
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munication with the reviving man, who is sup- 
plied automatically, meanwhile, with oxygen from 
a tank. 

But in spite of the progress being made toward 
a@ condition in which premature burial will no 
longer be possible, it will be a long time before 
the ‘ear of being buried alive can be effaced. 
Annie V. Rand, widow of Jasper Rand, of Mont- 
clair, N. J., died in Milan, Italy, a few weeks 
ago, leaving an estate worth more than $1,000,000. 
When her will was read it showed that Mrs. 
Rand had a great fear of being buried alive, for 
provision was made for the employment of every 
known scientific test of death before her burial. 
Her directions were carefully noted. 

Dr. John Dixwell of Harvard University, in 
speaking before the Massachusetts Legislative 
Committee on Legal Affairs during the considera- 
tion of a bill making proof of death compulsory, 
stated that the horror of premature burial had 
become so impressive to two justices of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States that they had en- 
gaged him to guarantee that they should not be 
buried alive. Dr. Dixwell mentioned, incidentally, 
that. many years ago he was himself pronounced 
dead by distinguished physicians, and barely 
escaped a horrible fate. 

Such cases as that of Dr. Dixwell are frequently 
met with in the records. Cne of the most inter- 
esting of recent date was that of Miss Edith Cur- 
zon of Red Bank, N. J. Her death «.me suddenly, 
and as a sequel to a participation'in a parade in 
which she had posed as the Goddess of Liberty. 
After the doctor had pronounced her dead, an 
undertaker was sent for. He and the doctor tried 
to detect any possible sign of life, but there was 
no response to any of the usual tests. Then, as 
the preparation of the body for embalming be- 
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gan, the undertaker suddenly detected a4 slight 
movement of ag eyelid.

Swindle and 

the Cucumber 
Humbug. 


ARMERS of the Southwest are 
being preached to continually 
on scientific agriculture. Espe- 

Clally was this the case last year, 
' when a national commission was ap- 
pointed to look into the needs of the 
farmer and to devise .methods for 
the betterment of his condition. 

But in all of these’ fulminatioas 
about “scientific farming” nothing is 
said about scientific swindling, about 
protecting the farmer from the sharks 
that select him for their principal 
prey. There are many of these fakers 
and they operate under many guises. 
The number of their devices are as 
the leaves in the forest. New schemes 
for deceiving the farmer are being put 
into operation all the time. 

Recently there was held in Mis- 
souri an exhibition in which over 
one hundred farmers displayed their 
best, The bushel of potatoes which 
Was awarded the highest prize was 
immediately bought by a man from a 
distant city, who paid a high price 
for it. 

He took the prize bushel away 
with him. As to his purpose Norman 
J. Coleman, former Secretary of Agri- 
eulture of the United States and editor 
“Tor the last 60 years of the Rural 
World of St. Louis, says: 

“Now, I wonder how many hundred 
bushels of that prize will be sold 
by that dealer to the farmers of the 
Southwest. Ile bought only one bush- 
el, but you may soon see his adver- 
tisements in the farm papers offering 
for sale as seed the stuff that took 
first prize at this show and he will 
charge high prices for it. 


APPLE TREE FRAUD. 


“Before spring that one bushel will 
multiply as did the five loaves and 
five fishes that we read of in Scrip- 
ture. Thousands of farmers of the 
Southwest will want some of that 
seed which took first prize over all 
others, 

“This is one of the kind of swin- 
dies that the Southwestern farmer 
ought to be protected against. But it 
is Only one of many kinds. 

“Another is the apple-tree fraud, 
and I will ventu’e to say that nearly 
every farmer in the Sou'hwest has 
been bitten by it at one time or an- 
ober. This swindler goes through 
the country selling apple trees. He 
will sell a farmer any kind of an ap- 
ple teee he desires, but after the trees 
grow it is found that they are all of 
the same kind.” , 

An entirely new fraud in the apple 
tree line, which the farmers of the 
Southwest would do well to beware of, 
is the seedless apple fake. In some 
parts of the country men are going 
around selling what they claim are 
seedless apple trees. 

There is such a thing as a seedless 
apple, The original tree which bore 
them was discovered 50 years ago in 
Virginia and grafts from it have gone 
to different parts of the country. But 
it is a complete failure as a marketa- 
ble apple and it has been a failure 
wherever grown, 

The fake consists 'n selling grafts 
from these trees as something entire- 
ly new, The agent comes along and

Now, if you’ are 
dmong the first growers of th's apple 
you will reap the benefit of the enor- 
mously high prices that these apples 
will bring before everyone goes to 
growing them, and you will make a 
fortune out of your orchard of seed- 
less apples before your neighbors get 
into it.”’ 

NEW NAMES OF OLD PLANTS. 

Then he charges him twice or threé 
times as much for the grafts as good, 
marketable apple trees would cost, 


and the farmer finds when they be-~ 


gin bearing that he has grown an 
apple that is worthless in the mar- 
Ket or anywhere else. This is a cruel 
fraud, because the vears and the land 
that the farmer has wasted in grow- 
ing these worthless apples might have 
been put to growing an orchard that 
would have brought him money. 

One of the favorite frauds of the 
dishonest seedmen, of whom there are 
a great many in all parts of this coun- 
try, is the putting out under a new 
name of an old variety of plant. The 
farmers of the Southwest will find ‘n 
some of their seed catalogues this 
winter several pages of what the seed- 
man will exploit as “newly discov- 
ered” vegetables and seed plants. 

For instance, there ig a sort of cu- 
cumber that grows two or three feet 
long and is shaped like a gourd. It 
is almost worthless for any purpose. 
This freak cucumber has been ex- 
ploited in the seed catalogues of dif- 
ferent dealers for years past, each 
year coming out under a new name 
as “a wonderful new variety” just dis- 
covered in Japan or India or some 
other far-away place, and now for the 
first time offered to the farmers of 
America. 

But this is not the only old vegeta- 
ble that is periodically offered under 
a new name. The seedmen gay they 
have to do this to meet the competi- 
tion of other men in their business. 

A seedman who had a large exhibit 
at the St. Louis Exposition had on 
display a scarilet-colored eggplant to 


\ which he had given a high-sounding 


name. He asserted that it was a 
combined eggplant and tomato and he 
claimed great things for his “new 
plant.” When a member of the Agri- 
culture] Board of the Exposition, who 
was familiar with the plant, and 
knew it as a very old and very worth- 
less thing, took him to task for his 
duplicity, the seedman answered: 

“If I exhibited or advertised it 
under its own name it would not at- 
tract attention and farm.'s would 
know they might buy it unv~}.ere | 
have to give it a new Bamte to keep 
ahead of the other se: dmen.” 

And th's plan is fol!owed erry year 
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catalogues have a few pages devoted 
to new discoveries for which wonder- 
ful things are claimed, and for which 
double prices are charged because 
they are new. 

Thus, the old Dutch caseknife bean, 
which grows often to a length of six 
and eight inches, is annually offered 
as an entirely new thing. Farmers 
who believe it pay twice as much for 
the seed as they would pay for it in 
their home stores. 

Often these seeds are sold at as high 
as $5 a pound under a fake name, 
when they are worth only about 25 
cents a pound under their own name 
in the open market. 

A man went through the cotton- 
growing districts of Texas, Arkansas 
and Louisiana last winter selling for 
£°5 a pound the seed of what he con- 
tended was an entirely new and most 
marvelous kind of cotton. He had 
photographs of the cotton plants 
grown from these secds, and they 
showed the plant as about twice the 
size of the ordinary cottoii plant and 
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plant reached* above his head. It is 
reported that this man made a snug 
fortune from this seed at $25 a pound, 
which cost him only 6 cents. 
farmers who planted it found when it 
matured that it was only ordinary 
cotton and hundreds of them are yet 
wondering how the man secured the 
photograph. This will tell them the 
secret. 

Itis by what is known as ‘trick pho- 
tography,” known to every photogra- 
pher. The man had his own photo- 
graph taken first and then he had the 
photograph taken of an ordinary cot- 
ton plant upon which he’ had tied a 
nuinber of extra cotton bolls. 

Then the picture of the cotton plant 
was enlarged until it was taller than 
his own picture and then the two pho- 
tographs were placed side by side and’ 
photographed, the result appearing 
like the agent alongside of a growing 
plant larger than himself. 

Photographs made by this trick 
method are often used to fleece the 
farmer. They are most often used by 
land agents, They show photographs 
of corn growing in the field, the stalk 
so high that a man standing beside it 
looks like a dwarf, and grapes with

Another fake which takes millions 
of @ollars a year from the farmers of 
this country is the selling of dead 
seed. A farmer of Illinois bought 
last year 2000 pounds of onion seed as 
new seed. But when he came to plant 
it he found labels carelessly left in 
tne packages by the dealer which 
shewed that a large per cent of it 
was four and five years old and there- 
fure it was dead and would not ger- 
minate. 

With this evidence at hand he 
forced the dealer to take the seed 
back. But it is believed the dealer 


Their: 


sold it again, and thousands of pounds 
just as worthless, to other dupes in 
other parts of the West. 

The United States Government re- 
cently bought several hundred packets 
of vegetable seed from different deal- 
ers ip different parts of the country 
and found that in many cases only 3 
per cent of the seed in a package 
would germinate. The balance of 
the seed in the packet was “dead.” 
Nearly all the packages, even those 
from dealers rated as reliable, con- 
iained dead seed mixed with the live 
seed to increase the profits. 

There is just as much fraud in the 
selling of flower seed as there is in 
the selling of vegetable and other 
seeds. ’ 


BAITING TRAP FOR FARMERS, 


And even across the ocean are 
many sw'ndlers baiting traps for the 
farmers of the Southwest. One of 
the most peculiar of these frauds is 
the selling of bur clover seed for 
alfalfa or red clover seed.

ARK ANTONY did not deliver the famous 
incendiary oration at Caesar’s funeral! 
This, together with the destruction of the 

legend of Antony and Cleopatra, has certainly 
been the greatest .surprise that the American 
public has discovered in my. history of Rome. 

The Anglo-Saxon world always views Roman 
history through Shakspeare; every educated per- 
on has in mind the great scene of the third act 
of “Julius Caesar,” in which Antony rouses the 
populace to fury by means of. his eloquent ora- 
tion, delivered over the bier of the dictator. Can 
this gr@md scene be entirely a poetic fiction? Can 
there be no historic truth in it? 

- Many Americans have asked nie how I was ever 
able to make such a strange discovery. I was 
able to reach this apparently strange conclusion 
simply through reading all the ancient authors 
- attentively. Now, these are not at all in accord 
about this discourse. Plutarch and Dion Cassius 
gay that at Caesar’s funeral Antony delivered an 
incendiary oration; Dion Cassius even reports 
verbatim the discourse that Antony delivered— 
and what a long speech it is! On the other 
hand, Suetonius denies it; he says that Antony 
merely caused a hearld to read the decrees passed 
by the Senate in honor of Caesar and the oath 
taken by the senators, and that he added a few 
words. 

“Instead of a funeral panegyric,” says Seu- 
tonius, ‘the Consul Antony ordered a herald to 
proclaim to the people the decree of the Senate, 
in which it bestowed upon him all honors, divine 
and human, together with the oath by which 
they had engaged themselves for his person: and 
to these he added a few words of his own.” 

Thus I found myself confronted by two con- 
tradictory assertions! that of Plutarch and Dion 
Cassuius, according to which Antony delivered a 
long subversive speech; that of Suetonius, ac- 
cording to which Antony spoke only a few words. 
confining himself to having read by a herald the 
decrees issued by the Senate in Caesar's honor. 
One or the other of. these assertions must be 
false; therefore I was obliged to male my choice 
between them. A careful examination of other 
documents and of the events which preceded and 
followed the speech persuaded me that the ver- 
sion of Suetonius is the true one, and the read- 
er may judge for himself if I am right in stand- 
ing with Suetonius against Plutarch and Dion, 
after I have described to him bflefly these docu- 
ments and these events. 

We still possess a considerable number of let- 
ters written by Cicero in the months that fol- 
lowed the death of Caesar, about fffty, more or 
less. It is through them thet I have been able 
to reconstruct the story of that great crisis, mi- 
nutely, almost day by day. Now, in these let- 
ters, written in the months which followed the 
funeral of Caesar, not only is there no allusion 
to a speech delivered by Antony, but Antony is 
often pepo eff of amicably, as one who might be 
favorable to the party of Caesar’s assassins. 
How could Cicero look upon Antony as a possi- 
ble friend if Antony had on the day of Caesar’s 
funeral made such an open declaration of war 
against the assassins? 

He was not trying to compromise himself too 
much either with the one or the other, in order 

_ to see which of the two parties would prove itself 
the stronger when it came to the final test. He 
did not break into open war with the party of the

assassins of Caesar; he did not raise the stand- 
ards of vengeance for Caesar until the months of 
August and September. How on earth could he, 
six or seven davs after Caesar’s death, when the 
situation was still most uncertain, have all at 
once in a funeral oration anticipated the aggres- 
sive policy which he initiated only four or five 


months later?

Historians have believed Plutarch and Dion 
Cassius, because they, full of ardent admiration 
for Caesar, supposed that the assassination of 
the dictator must immediately have roused uni- 
versal indignation in Rome, and that therefore 
Antony. must from the first moment have de- 
sired to profit by this general indignation. - But 
it is enough to read Cicero’s letters to under- 
stand that this supposition corresponds in no 
way with the truth. 

Caesar was slain by a coalition of aristocrats 
belonging to the great families of Rome; this 
fact was enough to make many persons very 
reserved and very prudent in expressing their 
opinions about the murder. At all times and in 
all places men have a certain instinctive re- 
spect for what the wealthy classes do, and this 
respect was especially profound in Rome, where 
the people had been accustomed for centuries to 
venerate the families of its aristocracy as almost 
divine! Thus it was that only the veterans and 
the soldiers of Caesar were from the very first 
moment filled with indignation over his death 
and clamored l@udly for vengeance; those veter- 
ans and soldiers who expected from Caesar pen- 
sions, lands, pay—all the rewards that he had 
promised them, and to whom the murder of 
Caesar meant ruin. But all others, the middle 
classes, the aristocrats, the Order of the Knights, 
felt none of this indignation, and then, intimi- 
dated by the great names that were found among 
Caesar’s slayers, fearful lest the conspirators 
finally regain control over the state, were much 
more reserved. Some approved the killing of 
Caesar, even in the cannibalistic language which 
we read in Cicero’s letters; others, more moderate, 
though recognizing that the murder was cruel, 
sought to justify the slayers and rendered hom- 
age to their pure and noble motives; yet others 
were chary of expressing any opinion about the 
murder of Caesar or about its authors. 

Finally, for three months after Caesar, pierced 
by many wounds, fell in a pool of blood at the 
feet of the statue of Pompey, his faithful sol- 
diers circulated about Rome, vainly cursing the 
murderers of the dictator and vainly demanding 
vengeance. They could find no prominent man, 
even among Caesar’s most intimate friends, who 
cared to put himself at their head and openly 
demand in their name the punishment of the as- 
sassins. Even Octavian, the future Augustus, the 
adopted son of Caesar, for a long time main- 
tained an ambiguous attitude between yes and 
no, trying not to displease Caesar’s veterans too 
much, but also not to alienate from himself the 
s‘ill powerful party of his slayers. 

Such being the state of affairs, the speech 
which Plutarch and Dion Cass‘us attribute to 
Antony becomes an inconceivable extravagance. 
On the other hand, how probable is the asser- 
tion of Suetonius, how well it corresponds with 
the situation and with the ambiguous, double, 
astute policy which Antony was pursuing in 
those months! 

The funeral oration over Caesar was a clumsy 
trap set for Antony. According to Roman ideas,

Thus arose the legend on which Shakspeare 
relied. Cicero was a great writer and a great 
man, but in reading him it must never be for- 
gotten that he was a party man engaged in a 
bitter political fight. What he wrote about his 
opponents must always be accepted with reserye, 
never forgetting that in political discussions even: 
the most honest men often blend invention with 
truth. 


ERRERO is now delivering a lecture in Amer- 
- ica and has taken an frreverent “fall” out 
of the romance of Cleopatra and Antony, as 
poetized by Sha’speare. Antony and Cleopatra 
were never in love with each other, says he, but 
went through the forms of a marriage in order 
to smooth the way for Antony’s ambition to con- 
quer Persia, for which he needed a base of 
naval supplies in Egypt. Political ‘reasons pre- 
vented him from seeking to vanquish Egypt and 
forcibly possess himself of the needed foothold 
there. His only method, says Ferrero, was to 
make an alliance with Cleopatra. 

The famous story of the Egyptian Queen’s im- 
perial progress up the Nile to meet the Roman 
under “canopies of gold and reclining on a couch” 
of roses,” and of her dissolving two priceless 
pearls in vinegar and drinking in order to im- 
press him, is ridiculed by Ferrero as “slush.” He 
does not believe such things happened at all. He 
savs the Queen had “loose folds of flabby fat cur- 
taining her countenance.” 

Antony and Cleopatra are not the only sup- 
posedly eminent characters of the past whom Fer- 
rero has unmasked. The great Julius Caesar 
was, he says, a “piker,’ who had considerable 
luck. Caesar didn’t know himself that he had 
conquered Gaul, says the historian, until several 
vears after he had pitched into the Helvetians 
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and other tribes in order to surprise his political 
enemies and impress the masses at home. He did 
not know he had subdued a wealthy people until 
Licinius, a freedman, told him about it several 
years later, says the Italian savant. Besides, 
savs he, the real credit for the Gallic campaign 
belongs to one Quintus Betellus Celerus, who died 
just in time for Caesar to appropriate his laurels 
and place them on his own head. 

Nero, says the Italian, has been sadly slandered 
through the ages, as he probably never saw a 
fiddle and was as concerned as anyone else when 
Rome caught fire. Perhaps he burnt a few Chris- 
tians at the stake now and then or threw them 
to the lions, but he was not nearly so bad as he 
was painted. 

And Horace—the urbane poet from whom the 
most polished gentlemen of the modern world 
have testified they received their best culture— 
Horace, savs Ferrero, was not inspired with love 
of fame when he penned his immortal drinking 
songs. On the contrary, he was working hard 
to keep his job as press agent for a Roman wine 
trust, and was on a level in ambition, though ac- 
cidentally not in talent, with the gentlemen who 
nowadays write verses for street car advertise- 


ments. 














STORY OF THE FIGHT. 


(From the Roman Daily Evening Fasces, as Translated by Mark Twain.) 
T THIS time Caesar was talking to some of the back country members about the a - 
A ing fall elections and paying little attention to what was going on around him. Bi y Tre- 
bonious got into conversation with the people’s friend and Caesar’s—Mark Antony—and 
under some pretense or other got him away, and Brutus Decius, Casca, Cinna, Metullus Cim- 
bor and others of the gang of infamous desperadoes that infest Rome at present, closed around 
the doomed Caesar. 

Then Metullus Cimber knelt down and begged that his brother might be recalled from 
banishment, bat Caesar rebuked him for his fawning conduct,’ and refused to grant his peti- 
tion. Immediately, at Cimber’s request, first Brutus and then Cassius begged for the return‘of 
the banished Publius; but Caesar still refused. He said that ne could not be moved: that he 
was as fixed as the North Star, and proceeded to speak in the most complimentary terms of 
the firmness of that star and its steady character. Then he said he was like it, and he be- 
lieved he was the only man in the country that was; therefore, since he was “constant” that 
Cimber should be banished; he was also “constant” that he should stay banished, and he’d be 
hanged if he didn’t keep him so. | 

Instantly seizing upon this shallow pretext for a fight, Casca sprang at Caesar and struck 
him with a dirk, Caesar grabbing him by the arm with his right hand and launching a blow 
straight from the shoulder with his left that sent the reptile bleeding to the earth. He then 
backed up against Pompey’s statue and squared himself to receive his assailants. Cassius and 
Cimber and Cinna rushed upon him with their daggers drawn, and the former succeeded in 
inflicting a wound upon his body; but before he could strike again and. before either of the 
others could strike at all, Caesar stretched the three miscreants at his feet with as many 
blows of his powerful fist. ; 

By this time the Senate was in an indescribable uproar; the throng of citizens in the lobby 
had blockaded the doors in their frantic efforts to escape from the building; the sergeant-at- 
arms and his assitants were struggling with the assassins, venerable senators Had cast aside 
their incumbering robes and were leaping over benches and flying down the aisles in wild 
confusion toward the shelter of the committee rooms, and a thousand Voices were C 5 
‘Police! Police!” in discordant tones that rose above the frightful din like shrieking win 
above the roaring of a tempest. And amid it all, great Caesar stood with his back against the 
statue, like a lion at bay, and fought the assailanis, weaponless and hand to hand, with the 
defiant bearing and unwavering courage which he had shown.before on many a bloody field. 

Billy Trebonious and Cais Legarious struck him with their daggers and fell as their 
brother conspirators before them had fallen. But at last, when Caesar saw his old friend, 
Brutus, step forward armed with a murderous knife, it is said he seemed utterly over- 
powered with grief and amazement, and dropping his invincible left ‘arm by his side, he hid 
his face in the folds of his man‘le and received the treacherous blow without an effort to stay 
the hand that gave it. He only said: “Et tu Brut?” and fell lifeless on the marble pavement. 

We learn that the coat deceased had on when he was killed was the same one he wore 
in his tent on the afternoon of the day he overcame the Norvii, and that when it was removed 
from the corpse it was found to be cut and gashed in no less than seven different places. 
There was nothing in the pockets. It will be exhibited at the Coroner’s inquest and. will be 
damning proof of the fact of the killing. (These latter facts may be relied on, as we got 
them from Marc Antony, whose position enables him to learn every item of news connected 
with the one subject of absorbing interest of today.) . 

Later—While the Coroner was summoning a jury, Mark Antony and other friends of the 
late Caesar got hold of the body and lugged it off to the Forum, and at last accounts Antony 
and Brutus were making speeches over it and raising such a row among the people that, as 
we go to press the Chief of Police is satisfied there is going to be a riot and is taking meas- 
ures accordingly. : ee " 
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ence vu. iis soldiers and of his murderers Witn- 
out offending either one or the other and with- 
out compromising himself with either the one 
or the other? Lauding him too highly he might 
arouse the suspicions of the Conservative party, 
now become powerful again and almost master 
of the sate, sinee Caesar’s death. Praising him 
too mildly he might irritate Caesar’s soldiers and 
veterans, that great force which had won the 
victory in the civil wars and which might again 
overturn the Conservative party. 

But here Antony, who was an astute man, con- 


ceived the idea of getting out of the difficulty’ 


by a very clever expedient, that related by Sue- 
tonius, to mae no long speech himself, but in- 
stead to make a herald read the numerous decrees 
in honor of Caesar that the Senate had passed 
in the past few months, he adding a few words of 
his own. 

What eulogy of Caesar could be finer than the 
reading of these decrees, made by the highest po- 
litical assemblage in Rome, by which such ex- 
traordinary honors were heaped upon him, hon- 
ors such as had been conceded to no man before 
him? The soldiers would be satisfied. The cou- 
spirators could not compla‘n, for these decrees 
of the Senate were official acts, judicially and 
constitutionally valid, even if Caesar was dead: 
and many of these very conspirators had voted 
for these decrees. Thus Antony pronounced tlie 
funeral panegyric of Caesar in the words of his 
assassins. 

If =nyone should ask me how the famous legend 
of the oration was born I should tel] him tha! 
it was created by Cicero. In September. of 44 
B. C., that is to say, five months after Caesar's 
death, Cicero and Antony were fighting, having 
become ‘mortal enem‘es. From that moment Cice- 
ro began actusing Antony of every imaginable 
crime, and among the others that of having pro- 
voked by his speech the riots that followed Caes- 
ar’s funeral. In the letters which follow his 
rupture with Antony begin to appear malicious 
allusions to “that speech,” to ‘that terrible 
speech,” until in the Phil'ppics Antony is openly 
accused of having incifed the populace to rebel- 
lion at the funeral of Caesar. The Philippics were 
delivered about a year after the death of Caesar 
at a time of violent political passion. The rec- 
ords of what took place on the day of the funeral 
were not very precise, and in such confusion eve? 
accusations such as these might make an im- 
pression. Cicero had no exalted scruples in pe 
litical polemics. He made capital out of these 
fantastic accusations, and the imaginary charges 
became a historic fact for the writers who fol- 
lowed 
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
